RCHITECTS are very human beings. They 
have their tastes and their tendencies, just 
like other people. Some of them would rather 
do public buildings than private houses; some 
would rather work in the Classic tradition rather 
than in the Romantic or Picturesque; some prefer 
to do large houses instead of small. ‘There are 
some, of course, who greet all architecture with 
equal enthusiasm; but even they are apt to be 
limited in what they can do most efficiently by 
the size and character of their office. So it is 
difficult occasionally for the person about to 
build to know whom to select. There are so 
many things concerning tastes, costs and tempera- 
ments to be considered on both sides, on which the 
happiness of the whole projects depends, that the 
appearance of a new idea, known as the archi- 
tectural clearing house, comes heartily welcomed 
by architects and clients alike. This clearing house 
gets from the client an idea of his tastes, re- 
quirements and the amount at the disposition of 
the enterprise, helps him to arrive at some definite 
size, style and cost, then puts him in touch with 
the architect in his locality who can best help 
him with his problem. Offering advantages all 
around, the clearing house idea, properly handled, 
should certainly succeed.

RENCH provincial furniture with its 

unaffected grace, decorative carving 
and general air of sturdiness is having a 
vigorous revival both here and abroad. This 
is accounted for largely by its great adapt- 
ability. It combines successfully with much 
of the 18th Century Italian furniture; it 
is quite at home because generally large in 
scale with the overstuffed pieces found in 
every modern drawing room, and it lives 
most happily with the mahogany, pine and 
maple pieces of early American inspiration.

In fact it is this affiliation with the fur- 
niture of the American Colonies that is 
largely responsible for its present vogue. 
The Normandy cupboards, open dressers, 
armoires, marriage chests and comfortable, 
rush-seated chairs have the same feeling 
and sturdiness of design, although fre- 
quently more ornate in the matter of detail, 
of the furniture used in early American 
interiors. By adding one or two pieces of 
French provincial furniture to a room done 
otherwise with early pine and maple is to 


introduce a note of variety and interest 
without any sacrifice of the simplicity char- 
acteristic of this type of decoration. 

The resourceful Marie Antoinette fol= 
lowed by a blasé court used this furniture 
as a plaything and to illustrate the delights 
of rusticity.

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Some Reflections Upon the Present State of 
This Art And One of Her Past Performances 


LL is easy now for architecture; her struggle is over. From 
countries where houses have ever been made most beautifully 

she lifts her favorite styles and fits them with facile fingers into 
the new setting. She has grown to be impatient of materials not 
readily prepared, of devices for comfort and convenience which 
do not arrive automatically. Yet, though never more charming 
and clever, she is still the most human of the arts and must be 
allowed a little sadness in her success. She must look sometimes 
upon the product of her past. And looking she must sigh for the 
days when, so to speak, she made a living by the sweat of her brow. 
‘These sombre reflections occur because I have looked lately 
upon one particular product of architecture’s past and have become 
the guardian, the eager tenant, of a post-Revolutionary cottage; 


.and now I can sympathize with whatever rue architecture is laden 


today. ‘This cottage must be a memory for her of hardier but 
happier times. I must preserve its naiveté and bask in its un- 
clustered period. I have known well many houses made since 
1790; excellent houses, with all the charms that go with the 
various kinds of perfection—purity of style, well ordered plan- 
ning and thoughtful details for gentle living. And there are 
many architects for whose taste, facility and skill I have had great 
admiration. But I wonder now that those houses could have 
taken such a hold upon my heart and the abilities of these men 
impressed me so; for this little house, now mine, neither contains 
the perfections of those other houses nor shows any evidence of 
such fine talents as these architects possess. 


T IS a shingled cottage of modest size and simplest shape, and 

it stands on the crest of a gentle rise beside two enormous twin 
Oaks. In sixty-five years it will have been standing there for two 
centuries. Its signs of fatigue are faint. The shingles that cover 
its walls were put there in the beginning. They have been white- 
washed until the hairline joints have become filled flush with the 
surface with hard plaster, making a seamed and mellow gray 
mosaic. The shingles were made by hand, with a drawknife; 
and a slow, laborious process it must have been to make them; 
but they have lasted, nevertheless. ‘The windows that face the 
highway are the only unoriginal note. It seems that there have 
been times when the house has stood empty and suffered from 
the excellent marksmanship of youthful passersby. Some of the 
bricks of the chimney have been loosened by the same bombard- 
ment; but their complete collapse would have mattered no more 
than the loosening of the topmost stone of one of the Pyramids. 
For the modest chimney that shows above the roof is no more 
than the super-imposed pinnacle upon an herioc mass of masonry. 


At the top, just under the ridge, this pile of solid stone-work 
is probably no more than six feet square, but by the time it reac! ¢ 
the cellar floor it has doubled those dimensions. It leaves sp: ce 
in the cottage for five rooms; or, rather, five rooms clustered 
about this capacious chimney on two floors make the cottage. It 
gives each room a fireplace and the cellar an oven. On the main 
floor it flows into the partitions; not exposed as it is above and 
below; yet its presence is felt the moment you enter the cotta 
Its mere bulk is a reassuring symbol of stability. No storm could 
ever so slightly dislodge a cottage moored to this great monument. 
Of course it would never have been planned that way. It is far 
out of scale with the rest of the house. Yet somehow you like it so, 
You feel that few enough useful things are larger than they need 
to be, and more generous. 


Ore chimney must have been built first and the house around 
it. For it has obviously served as inspiration. Up under the 
roof, where the skeleton of the cottage is bare, you see the old 
oak timbers that tie the house together, support its walls and roof, 
and clasp it to its central shaft. Great hulking beams they are; 
oversized, no doubt, and crudely cut; showing with what a 
struggle they were brought to this condition. Seeing them here, 
knuckled into this rigid framework, and fastened with pins of ash, 
you discover why the cottage glows with sturdiness, even though 
its strength is hidden within the weather-beaten shingle walls. 

The rest of the cottage is something to caress. Broad planks 
of pine for floors and snow-white plaster for walls and ceilings. 
Its marks of age are mellow marks and beautiful. Self-conscious 
architecture, now unconcerned with such hand-wrought, awkward 
grace as this, has never come to excite its unaffected modesty. 
Here, you must feel with me, is a house built simply and honestly 
by simple, honest folk—a perfect retreat into the pleasant past, 
a place for sweet existence. And yet... and yet, plumbing 
might easily be installed; there is a splendid place on the upper 
floor for a bath and plenty of room in the cellar for a furnace 
whose flue the all embracing chimney could readily receive. Wir- 
ing is a simple matter, and quite necessary, for there is no gas at 
hand, and cooking as well as lighting will have to be done by 
electricity. An architect I know could do an entrance door to give 
the cottage an air it seems to need. While he is on that it would 
be a good plan to have him group the windows on the garden side 
into a more balanced composition. The upper floor should be re- 
planned for greater convenience. Oh, it is easy for architecture; 
let her struggle with it! .

Now Is the Time to Set the Stage for the Narcissus 
Revue that Will Make the Garden Next Spring 


AFFODILS delight in the freedom 

of natural scenes. So let them creep 
up the hillside above your garden wall in 
joyous companies, plant them abundantly 
along the edge of your hedgerows, scatter 
them thickly beneath your locust grove, 
sprinkle them freely through your orchard. 
Let them spread over the meadow and 
gather beside the stream. Let them border 
the paths in your woodland, flit through 
the glades in frolicsome masses and gather 
together in the clearing while the sun still 
finds its early way through leafless 
branches. 

Such spacious scenes are not always 
necessary, however, to bring out the charm 
of Daffodils. The spirit of the planting 
remains the same whether they are used 
by the thousands or by the hundreds. Many 
a quiet little spot can be made gay with 
them. ‘They are at home beneath a rugged 
retaining wall, or in a place surrounded by 
Cedars or in the midst of Birches. In fact, 
any little shrub and tree-enclosed lawn can 
have its fringe of Daffodils, any little 
winding path can be bordered with them, 
any sequestered nook can be filled with 
them. Naturalized Daffodils are happy in 
any setting that is informal and where the 
trees and shrubs surround them in natural- 
istic arrangement. 

Daffodils make gaysome color beneath 
trees that are just showing their springtime

film of swelling buds and against the 
thorny twigs of Roses. They delight in the 
background of laurels and hemlocks. They 
enjoy the clumps of recumbent Junipers 
and spreading Yews that spring up here and 
there in the midst of their flower masses. 
They like the Spice-bush that blossoms with 
them, and rejoice in the Forsythia that 
droops with a golden shower over their own 
golden flowers. ‘They like the company of 
Bridle-wreaths and starry Magnolias, of 
Plums and Pears, Amelanchier and Cher- 
ries that come into flower with them to 
make springtime symphonies of yellow and 
white. 

Daffodils never lose their wilder habits 
altogether. Even when they are used in the 
garden, they love to spread freely over en- 
tire borders. ‘They are never bedded out in 
the rigid fashion of past decades. They are 
spilt over the ground with a careless hand in 
a free arrangement. In such lavish use they 
make big shows in spring gardens of pic- 
turesque informality where the flower 
masses follow the curves of the borders, 
filling a great bay where the surrounding 
trees leave a wide open space or skirting « 
thin rim where the shrubs have crowded up 
close to the edge of the border. For such 
gardens choose the quantity of each variety 
with care so that each one will fill its 
appointed place. Place a few hundred of 
one kind here, a clump of fifty of another 


variety there, next merely a thin line and 
then again half a thousand. Let these vari- 
eties unite with one another and through 
their intermingled groupings produce the 
gracious rhythm of the garden. Select only 
such varieties as will best interpret the spe- 
cial mood of the garden. One garden may 
delight in mass upon mass of large rich 
yellow trumpet Daffodils, another may 
enjoy a series of trumpets, some golden 
yellow, some bicolor, some primrose, some 
sulphur, some white. A third garden may 
find pleasure in assembling all manner of 
small-crowned Barrii and Leedsii Daffodils 
that have such dainty elegance. A fourth 
may arrange all the various kinds in alter- 
nating liveliness. 

Daffodils may be spread luxuriantly over 
borders when it is desirable to gain con- 
tinuity through the use of one kind of 
flower. For such a purpose, I have used 
masses of Daffodils to fill the broad border 
of a little round garden. Viola cornuta 
made an edging for them and effective 
groups of Azaleas, Laurels and Rhododen- 
drons were assembled into a circle to sur- 
round them. In this garden only white 
Daffodils were used, as these seemed most 
appropriate in association with broad-leaved 
evergreens. Clumps of trumpets, Madam 
de Graaff, surrounded by groups of 
Poet’s Narcissus in two kinds, interrupted

pected Places Add Color and Interest to the Living Room 


NTIL the prospectiye house builder 
learns that bookcases should be con- 
sidered as a part of the actual construction 
of the house itself, we will always have 
that rather perplexing question to answer 
“where shall [ put my hooks”? In house 
planning, the proper placing of the book- 
shelves should be given as much thought 
as any other detail. 

A bookroom, no matter how limited 
in its dimensions, is, of course, the ideal 
solution of the problem. Howe, er, as we 
are considering at present the houses 
which do not afford an interior devoted 
solely to books, we must use our ingenuity 
in building-in the cases so that they will 
be not only of sufficient size to accommo- 
date our volumes but will, at the same 
time, serve as an added attraction to the 
room itself. 

There are certain general rules apply- 


ing to bookcases which should be con- 
scientiously followed. First and foremost, 
bookcases or bookshelves should be built 
into the wall. Secondly, they should be 
carried to the ceiling. The custom of 
building in the shelves to a four foot six 
or five foot height is seldom justifiable as 
this type case cuts the room in half and is 
not nearly as effective as slender shelves 
which carry the eye to the ceiling. Al- 
though the average house today does not 
possess books in such quantity that any 
great amount of shelving space is required, 
what volumes there are should be placed 
in cases especially built for the purpose

The Portable Extinguisher for the Home Is 


the First and Most Effective Fire Weapon 


W HETHER it is that we love build- 
ing, buying and collecting things, 


better than the things themselves, we are 
not wise enough to Say. Yet when we look 
at the beautiful dwellings which have taken 
much thought and time and money, and 
the precious things put into them and liv- 
ing in them and see how meagerly they are 
protected against fire, particularly in places 
remote from fire departments, unprotected 
by an adequate water supply, we wonder 
at the fallacy of the reasoning. 

Primarily this lack of self-protection is 
probably due to the fact that most people 
leave the responsibility for all fire hazards 
to the community equipment. Yet, who 
enjoys the fire department in his home? 
If there has ever been a fire in your own 
property, you know all about the havoc 
that follows in the wake of the best in- 
tentioned and the best equipped firemen. 
Their axes hack here and there, damaging 
that which may burn as well as that which 
is already burning. Their hose streams, if 
directed on an upper floor, produce a vol- 
ume of water that leaks through to all 
lower floors, ruining everything and dis- 
coloring and drowning with the usual soda 
acid chemicals everything in its path. 

Again, people do not think about self- 
protection beyond taking out fire insurance 
Who wants to collect on a fire 
insurance policy? 


policies. 
Insurance cannot re- 
place heirlooms that are destroyed by fire; 
it cannot compensate for lost lives; it can- 
not restore valued collections of antiques 
or curios. So fire protection is far better 
than insurance and better too, than calling 
the fire department out to put out a big 
fire you could have quenched at the first. 

Further, there is very little knowledge 
of what is on the market to stop an incip- 
ient fire which soon becomes great enough 
to tax the resources of the municipality. 


S AN outcome of observing this state 

of affairs we will set down for you 

some of'the things available to protect your 

antique furnishings, your collections, your 
home and yourselves. 

The fire-protection engineers have given 
much scientific attention to fire control and, 
as far as possible, have provided the least 
unattractive ways for handling a fire either 
in remote districts or in those near efficient 
departments. Furthermore, they work with 
the fire underwriters and insurance com- 
panies, and for this reason these makers 
of fire extinguishers, who are licensed to 
sell, are dependable and safe. This we 
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tell you to make you feel that what they 
say to you are not mythological statements, 
but tried and true. 

On the market today there are various 
types of extinguishers with their fillings, 
and we will take them up categorically, 
so that there will be little confusion and 
an easy assimilation of a subject which, 
sad to say, has an alien tang to most house- 
holders. 

The extinguisher is usually made of 
copper and brass. When charged (or 
full) and ready for use it contains from 
one quart to five gallons of fire fighting 
material. The smaller type is lighter to 
handle, so it is more often bought in one 
quart to 2% gallons capacity, for home 
use. Yet the 1'4 gallon extinguisher that 
is simply inverted to operate, is easier to 
use and direct than a 4 gallon one that 
must be held with one hand and pumped 
with the other. With the foam type, no 
matter what size the device, the only gas 
employed to extinguish the fire is carbon 
dioxide (harmless), and that is so con- 
tained within the millions of small bubbles 
that every bit of it, regardless of draft or 
position of the burning object, is carried 
directly to the fire, where it remains in 
the form of a fire-proof, insulating blan- 
ket. Furthermore, foam in closed or open 
rooms causes no gas formations to make 
things uncomfortable. 


N CHOOSING the extinguisher the 

main consideration is the purpose of it 
and the probability of the types of fires it 
will be called upon to put out. For whereas 
many types of extinguishers and agents or 
fillers may be passed by the underwriters, 
the kind you might ignorantly buy, would 
in some cases not do for you at all, So 
before buying consider the following :-— 

First try to determine, with the help of 
a specialist in fire-protection, what sort of 
a fire you would be likely to have. For 
convenience there are three kinds of fires 
according to the underwriters laboratories: 

Class “A” Fires: incipient fire in or- 
dinary combustible materials, where the 
“quenching” and “cooling” effect of quan- 
tities of water, or solutions containing large 
percentages of water, is of first importance. 

Class “B” Fires: incipient fires in small 
quantities of inflammable liquids, greases, 
etc. where “blanketing” (shutting out the 
oxygen of the air) is essential. 

Class “C” Fires: incipient fires in elec- 
trical equipment of very high voltage, 
where the use of a “non-conducting” ex- 


tinguishing agent is of first importa: ce, 
This applies to factories and power houses, 

A fourth definition: Class “D” Fir, ; js 
sometimes used to describe fires in pleasure 
automobiles and individual commer-jal 
trucks and also motor boats. 

There are only two ways to put out a 
fire: (One), by cooling the burning m:te- 
rial below the temperature where it burns 
or (two), by cutting off the supply of oxy- 
gen which breeds the fire. In other words, 
cooling or quenching as accomplished by 
water alone, or by extinguishers depending 
on water solutions alone, for their main 
extinguishing effect, are one and the same 
thing. For fires can be put out only by 
cooling, or quenching, and by blanketing. 
Some agents of course do one or both of 
these things but hug to themselves one of 
these attributes as their best quality. 


HE kinds of agents are briefly: 
Water and water solutions—which 
help of course, but often spread such fires 
as those caused by ignition of paints, oil, 
alcohol and greases and other familiars, 
which are of frequent occurrences in 
homes. 

Carbon tetrachloride is a liquid vapor- 
ized by heat of fire and is a non-conductor 
of electricity. Its container-extinguisher 
can be small. It has a’very low freezing 
temperature and is excellent for automo- 
biles, motor boats and unheated garages. 
The gas or vapor generated drops to the 
floor, so for overhead fires it is not so 
suitable. Sometimes a wind removes the 
vapor blanket and the fire may flare up 
again. The filler is pumped out of the 
extinguisher which is itself the pump. Its 
stream range is 25 feet and is what is called 
a blanketing type. It is best for class “D” 
fires, and for fires in electric equipment 
of high voltage before the current is cut 
off. Its stream is a non-conductor of 
electricity. 

The capacity of this extinguisher is from 
1 to 1% quarts. Of course this is pumped 
and, even though light in weight, is not 
as easy to operate, or to “steer” the stream, 
as is the case of extinguishers which need 
only inverting to operate. 

Soda and acid is a liquid soda solution, 
and extinguishes by the cooling or quench- 
ing method. It is good for places where 
oils and greases are not present, its stream 
is a conductor of electricity. It is not 


adapted to pleasure boats or automobiles. 
All you do is to invert the extinguisher and

NE infallible distinguishing mark of 

civilization is the entrance of a man’s 
dwelling and the manner of its appearance. 
The Esquimau, on all fours, creeps into his 
snow igloo through a little unadorned hole 
in the wall, for all the world like a cat hole 
in a barn door. The red Indian crawls into 
his tepee by lifting the corner of a flap. We 
enter our houses, walking upright, through 
doorways that are supposed to comport with 
the quality and attributes of the abodes to 
which they give access, 

There is no single feature of an house 
that more affects its appearance, or more 
decisively stamps the emphasis of its archi- 
tectural character, than does the house door. 
It is quite properly regarded, therefore, as 
a factor of the greatest importance and gen- 
erally comes in for a major share of accent 
in the design. 

But there is something more than that, 
something that often fails to 
get the consideration it deserves 
as an element vital to the mien 
of a dwelling. It is what im- 
mediately comes before, leads 
up to, or flanks the doorway— 
its intimate environment as a 
foil to give finish and a certain 
quality of aspect to the compo- 
sition of which the doorway it- 
self is the central and domi- 
nating item.

The Duty of Doorways 


ROGER WEARNE RAMSDELL

The rusticated jambs 


by the doorway along with its closely re- 
lated accompaniments is what might be 
called, for want of a better phrase, the 
spirit or personality of the doorway, its 
spiritual value, its power to create an im- 
pression, good or ill, upon the person ap- 
proaching it. 

Is this aspect inviting and cordial; is it 
curious and unusual; or is it cold and 
austere? In its own fashion a doorway can 
have just as much personality, and can show 
it quite as plainly, as a human being. While 
this personality is physically intangible, it 
is by no means an imaginary thing. It is 
very real and it is worth analysing to see 
how it is produced. No matter how subtle 
the character of the ensemble, we shall find 
it is conveyed by purely physical factors. 
It is therefore, something we are entirely 
able to create and control at will. 

Two doors and doorways may be pre- 
cisely the same in every detail 
of design, in dimensions, and in 
the materials of which they are 
made, and yet, if there be only 
some slight difference in the 
minor items of their setting, 
their several aspects are al- 
together unlike. If the general 
atmosphere of the entrance }s 
not a matter of indifference to 
us, we shall do well to take ac- 
count of the little things that 
go to create that atmosphere. 
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‘To that end we cannot do bet- 
ter than note all the incidents 
in some of the accompanying 
illustrations. 

\\ithoutany of the attending 
features that contribute to its 
very marked individuality, the 
doorway of the late seventeenth 
century house in Evesham 
would be decorous and pleasing. 
With them, the entrance is in- 
vested not only with unusual 
interest but also with rare dis- 
tinction and an air of dignified 
hospitality. The hood with its 
scrolled wrought iron supports 
of fascinating pattern, the 
bracketed rings, the 
wrought iron foot-scraper and, 
above all, the railings and their 
arrangement combine to lend 
a kindly dignity and impart a 
presence the value of which no 
person of sensitive perception 
can fail to appreciate. Quite 
apart from all considerations of 
architectural style peculiar to 
the period, and irrespective of 
whether one especially admires 


that style or not, it must be admitted that 
there is something alluring about the mien 
of thisapproach and indicative of the courtly 
character of the house and of the original oc-

Now all this is changed. ‘Today the 
mortgage is considered not a tyrant, but a 
servant—a financial device by which home 
ownership may be hastened. It is, in fact, 
a form of temporary partnership in the 
purchase of a house, between the person 
who wants to control it, and one who has 
money to loan. Instead of something to be 
ashamed of, the mortgage is now, in some 
one of its forms, the customary method of 
financing new building. 


HILE there are still plenty of old- 

fashioned families who declare they 
would rather pay rent all their lives, “and 
be free,” than attempt to buy a house before 
they had saved up every cent of the cost, 
an ever-increasing number realize that a 
mortgage, properly used, is no financial 
handicap, but an entirely legitimate form 
of good business practice. 

The best methods of borrowing the 
money you need will vary with the customs 
of the community, the available sources of 
capital, and how the size of the loan com- 
pares with the value of your property. If 
you have upwards of forty percent cash, 
and thus need to borrow sixty percent or 
less on the house, it is customary to swing 
the deal with a single first-lien mortgage, 
and thus secure all the money at the lowest 
market rate of interest. When the pros- 
pective builder has less than a third but 
more than a fourth of the money for his 
home, he may borrow fifty to sixty percent 
on a first mortgage and give a second 
mortgage, at a higher rate of interest, for 
the balance. Or, with any amount of cash 
above twenty percent, he may decide to 
finance through a building and loan asso- 
ciation. Other plans, sometimes available, 
but not always desirable, are the contracts- 
to-purchase, with payment on installments, 
personal credit with relatives and friends, 
and having one’s employer “stake him” for 
a home. 

If your problem is to raise less than 
sixty percent of the house money with a 
first mortgage, it ought to be relatively 
simple. Every community has its moneyed 
men who are in the market for high grade 
real estate mortgages. The lawyer who passes 
on the title to your property is quite likely to 
know of several, and one can usually locate 
others through a bank. Some people hesi- 
tate about approaching a banker on such a 
quest, as if they were hunting out a com- 
petitor to give him their business. But banks 
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are not usually in a position to make lo ge 
time loans on real estate, so are quite g'ad 
to cooperate with one of their customers by 
turning the opportunity over to him. More- 
over, if for some reason your banker is in 
the market for such a loan he will not be 
overly bashful about letting you know it, 

In all the large cities there are other 
sources of funds, too, which are frequently 
more desirable, from the borrower’s stand- 
point, than the individual money lender. 
Such are the local fire and life insurance 
companies, trust companies, large estates, 
and, in the Northeast, the mutual savings 
banks. ‘The advantages of borrowing from 
institutions of this kind is the very im- 
portant one of permanence. In fact, noth- 
ing is so important in financing a home as 
making sure that your note will not be 
called for payment on short notice. Even 
the interest rate is less vital than this. The 
risk in borrowing from people advanced in 
years is that they may die suddenly and 
the heirs will want money instead of mort- 
gages. On the other hand, no lender is so 
fickle as a young person. The young man 
may want to go to school, or put his money 
in a business, and the young woman will 
want to withdraw hers, three times out of 
four, whenever she decides to get married. 


T IS well to note this other caution that 

the easiest place to get money is not al- 
ways the best. Certain types of lawyers and 
psuedo-realty companies advertise _ their 
willingness to lend money for building pur- 
poses, and then may or may not get you 
a satisfactory loan. Frequently such a law- 
yer does nothing but make a charge for 
“searching the title” to your property, with 
the information that, on account of some 
more or less imagined irregularity in it, his 
company cannot advance you any funds. 
The realty loaning firms do generally put 
up the money, for a short period if possible, 
but charge a strong commission for it. 
Then as soon as may be they will call in the 
loan on some pretext or other, and get 
another liberal commission for helping you 
out of the difficulty, by placing it again. 

So getting the money isn’t everything, 
and whether you decide to borrow from an 
individual or a company, it is certainly the 
part of wisdom to look into their reputation. 
And the most natural place to do this is at 
your bank. 


If your own cash investment is going

HE value of Euonymus dwells in 

the beauty of their fruits, in the rich 
evergreen foliage of certain kinds and in 
the brilliant autumn tints of others. I 
know but one species which has conspicuous 
flowers and that is E. grandiflora, native 
of western China and the Himalayas. 
A small evergreen tree with pendant 
clusters of cream-colored flowers 
each three-quart rs of an inch across, 
this plant is exceptional in the family. 
No other has any marked beauty of 
blossom.

half of this number are in cultivation. The 
wood is white and strong and in earlier 
times that of E. europaa was in great de- 
mand for making spindles for use in looms, 
hence the name Spindle-tree. Few have 
any economic value, but in India the bark 
of one species (£. tingens) is used in 
preparing the yellow dye with which 
the Hindus make the sacred mark on 
their foreheads. 

The Euonymus family is easily 
grown in good well-drained loam and 
is readily propagated—the deciduous 
sorts by seeds, the evergreen by cut- 
tings or layers. As will be told under 
the particular species, a few have 
marked preference for certain situa- 
tions but the rank and file are not 
particular in the matter of site. Scale- 
insects are the worst pests and wher: 
the summers are hot and dry it is 
hardly worth while attempting to 
grow E, radicans and its forms. In 
New England, however, the pest is 
easily controlled by spraying with 
miscible oil (1 gallon to 20 gallons 
of water). The deciduous-leafed 
sorts are much less bothered by pests 
of any sort. 

The most popular of deciduous- 
leafed Euonymus is £. alata a very 
worthy plant which grows into a 
broad flat-topped bush some 5——8 feet 
tall and 8—12 feet through with stiff

SHRUBS FOR 
THE

Well Chosen Woody Plants Are 
Essential to Its Full Success

INCE we are creating our rock 

garden as closely as possible in the 
likeness of a rugged natural scene the 
omission of trees and shrubs would be a 
serious blunder. Indeed, their impor- 
tance in helping us toward reality in our 
fashioning is hardly to be over-esti- 
mated. With their aid we are enabled to 
create a convincing picture of what 
might otherwise appear, in spite of our 
best efforts, a rather meaningless pile 
of stones. Evergreens in particular, as 
Mr. Farrar has pointed out, “when pro- 
perly placed, have the most astounding 
power of giving place and composition. 
They can make any rock look high or 
low, natural or artificial, near or far.” 
Furthermore, when the blossoms and 
leaves of the deciduous shrubs have de- 
parted, the evergreens, both broad-leaved 
and narrow-leaved, remain to give life 
and strength and ceherence to the little 
landscape. 

Few rules may be laid down for the 
placing of shrubs and trees in the rock 
garden, for each miniature scene will 
require to be treated according to its 
individual necessities and_ possibilities, 
and no two of these little scenes will be 
the same. Each builder must strive to 
see for himself where the planting o!

But a good deal may be said concern- always delightful tribe 
ing the choice of trees and shrubs to be 
used. And first and most important it 
must be urged that they be not only of a 
size to fit the scale of their surroundings 
when planted, but of a type to remain 
in scale with them. To plant young 
specimens of large-growing trees or 
shrubs is to find that in a surprisingly 
short time they have out-grown their 
surroundings; and not only this, but 
have destroyed entirely the illusion they 
were intended to foster, dwarfing the 
hills, drawing in the little plains, re- 
ducing the jutting cliffs to mere upright 
stones of puny eminence, instead of en- 
dowing these features with majesty and 
reality. 

A ten-inch specimen of Picea ex- 
celsa, the Norway Spruce, when set out 
against a boulder in a small rock garden 
appears wholly relevant and at home. 
But fi e years time finds it a giant among 
pygmies, and with the passing of another 
five or ten years it would stand con- 
fessed, if it has not been before re- 
moved, a stripling forest tree upon a pile 
of earth and stones which its growth has 
rendered insignificant and meaningless. 

But happily there are a great number

NDOUBTEDLY you recall the 

thrill with which you took posses- 
sion of your first automobile, when the 
agent turned the key over to you, and 
left you to glory in what scientific sales 
people technically term ‘the “pride of 
possession.” 

But that thrill is less than 3%, com- 
pared to the thrill any real garden lover 
gets when the builder turns over to him, 
or her, the key to the newly completed 
greenhouse. For with the turning over 
of that key, the possessor of a green- 
house is made the creator of a little 
world of his own, wherein the plant 
life—and to a great degree, even the 
weather—is under his direct control; 
an ever-changing world, which will 
have some new fascination for each 
new day some fresh enchantment of 
beauty or wonder of growth with every 
rising sun, 

In the little greenhouse the gardener 
will learn to know his plants in a new 
and more intimate way. They will be, 
not the nodding friends of the open 
garden, but room-mates, whose every

little quirk and curl of character he 
will become acquainted with. And as 
they will be wholly dependent upon 
him, he will get not only to know them 
better, but also to love them more than 
ever before—for it is one of Nature’s 
fortunate laws that we come to love 
best those who are most dependent 
upon us. 

Right at the outset, in suggesting 
what you can do to fill the new green- 
house, I am going to shatter some time- 
honored theories as to what should be 
grown in a greenhouse.

VERY THING in Holland is sensib'e 
and well proportioned.

of our homes, Donegal carpets with their 
rich colors and distinctive patterns deserve 
consideration. These beautiful carpets and 
rugs, coming as they do from the bleak 
mountainsides and heathery glens of the 
Emerald Isle, bring a breath of the vigor 
and color of one of nature’s loveliest re- 
gions straight into our own more sobre 
atmosphere. 

Although the Donegal carpet factory has 
been in operation only a quarter of a cen- 
tury its conductors have to their credit no 
fewer than 6300 different designs embrac- 
ing all periods both ancient and modern. 
No pattern is ever repeated and it is this 
individuality of design to- 
gether with the exquisite 
colorings that are largely 
responsible for the inter- 
est shown in these rugs 
of late years. In addi- 
tion, and this is an im- 
portant feature of these 
hand-tufted carpets, they 
can be procured in any 
length and up to a width 
of forty feet. 

The method of the 
manufacture of these in-

ity; dyed by native vegetable and rock dyes, 
is cut into tufts of suitable length, accord- 
ing to the depth of pile desired. A stock 
of these tufts is always handy at the 
weaver’s side; while before her eyes is 
pinned the colored paper design. The wool 
tufts are then knotted by hand around 
two warp threads, so as to bring the two 
ends of the pile to the front of the fabric 
when the engaged end is cut, thus leaving 
the two projecting ends to form the pile. 
This operation is repeated in the same 
color, or changed to suit the requirements 
of the pattern. When a row is finished it 
is hammered closely into its place with a 
kind of fork, and another row begun. 
However, before the beginning of each 
row of the pile the warps, 
divided into two sets, are 
crossed. “This inter-lock- 
ing of warp and weft is 
the carpet’s foundation, 
making it extremely dura- 
ble and obstinate against 
allunravelling or opening. 

It might seem from 
this description that the 
weaving is a simple mat- 
ter. Quite the contrary, 
however, is true. Metic- 
ulous skill is essential in 
keeping the spaces even,

and extending right up to the ceiling. 

In addition to the practical aspect 
of built-in shelves, few people realize 
that books, if well placed in a room, 
become a very decided decorative 
asset. The cases may be ornamental 
to any reasonable degree, as shown in 
the accompanying illustrations, or may 
be designed to conform to the archi- 
tectural treatment carried out in other 
parts of the room. Simple shelving, 
without decorative treatment of any 
kind, is a practical solution and always 
in good taste. 

Generally speaking, the corners of 
rooms may be used to excellent ad- 
vantage. Corners are often difficult to 
furnish attractively, and the addition 
of two well-proportioned bookcases 
in almost any room would add ma- 
terially to its general effect. By taking 
advantage of the corners, no particular 
floor space is lost. An excellent ar- 
rangement, and one which suggests 
the French treatment, is shown in the 
sketch at the bottom this page. Here 
the cases are solidly built in at one 
end of the room, and serve as a frame 


for the two windows. This arrange- 
ment in addition to being extremely 
interesting from a decorative point of 
view has its practical aspects as well as 
it provides places for the radiators 
either beneath the window sill or in 
the spaces directly under the shelves. 

Another arrangement and one that 
has considerable decorative value is 
to take advantage of the two wall 
spaces at either side of the chimney 
breast. The room shown at the top of 
page 72 is an excellent example of 
built-in shelves placed in this manner. 

In addition to shelves in long wall 
spaces, gaily bound volumes in un- 
expected places bring color and interest 
to the living room. At the bottom of 
page 73 is an interesting arrangement 
of tall, narrow shelves on either side 
of the windows. The sketch at the top 
of the same page shows narrow shelves 
used to flank a doorway in a hall, 
while an amusing and very unexpected 
recessed case just above a comfortable 
window seat is shown at the bottom of 
page 72.

closed for a while after the Revolu- 
tion and only the distant provinces 
continued their work, following old 
traditions, even as late as 1818, un- 
touched by the changes in the Paris 
styles brought about by the changes 
in Government. To be sure, the 
provincial armoire in the Musée Car- 
navolet hints of the Directoire in its 
military emblems and its motifs of the 
Bastile. But the lines of this piece 
are Louis XVth, so the carving must 
be of a later date. There are also 
commodes with carved Revolutionary 
emblems and very charming are the 
provincial Directoire chairs with their 
crude motifs emblematic of this 
period. 

It is in America that this style has 
taken deepest root. It “feels” with 
the early Colonial. Wide rush-seated 
arm chairs can be placed with the 
comfortable English overstuffed pieces 
without appearing too delicate in 
size, as would some French furniture. 
And they are especially effective used 
with Italian 18th Century furnish- 
ings. The tall dressers are frequently 
used in informal country house liv- 
ing rooms as book cases, and these 
formerly overlooked pieces of French 
furniture, together with the cruder oak 
pieces associated with Brittany, are 
quite in the spirit of the majority of 
New England Colonial furniture. Very 
beautiful also is the long buffet or 
credence, six, eight, ten or sometimes 
twelve feet long, ornamented with a 
rhythmic design of flowers and scrolls. 
A credence of this type is used in a 
Palm Beach house with other French 
provincial and 18th Century Italian 
furniture. The straw seated chairs have 
always held their place with the finer 
pieces, even in France. Mme. de 
Pompadour and Marie Antoinette 
were not averse to this sturdy style in 
their bedrooms judging by the old 
prints and the paintings of the period. 
These chairs from the provinces were 
rather finely finished for straw seated 
models and were of fruit woods— 


apple, pear, cherry, as well as elm, 
beech, walnut or oak. Really beau- 
tiful motifs in open work designs are 
frequently carved into the back panel, 
but oftener the slat back, lyre or sheaf 
motifs are found. Before the war 
some of these chairs could be bought 
for twelve francs each. Compare this 
price with the sums paid even then 
for the Parisian version of the same 
style in paint or gold. 

Provence, Normandy and Brittany 
all contribute their specialties known 
by the collector of this furniture. But 
the more finely finished wood—the 
richer patines—the lowest relief in the 
carvings seem to come from Arles and 
the sections nearby. 

Fortunately for the collector, the 
districts most distinguished for these 
provincial pieces will not lead one too 
far afield, since Giroude, Dordogne, 
and Provence itself, including Arles 
at the mouth of the Rhone, are not 
many leagues apart. Brittany and 


Normandy have been rather over- 
searched. 
In Arles the credence sideboard 


should be sought for and if you re- 
member the kinds of woods most used 
in the different parts of France, you 
will be more likely to get genuine 
antiques. More oak was used in Nor- 
mandy and Brittany, more walnut in 
Central France, with beech, elm, and 
chestnut in the south. For chairs, all 
the fruit woods were used. Some beau- 
tiful provincial beds were made o! 
beech wood. 

On page 61 is shown the dining 
room of an early Colonial farmhou 
near Philadelphia. Here the French 
provincial pieces seem very much at 
home.

as I stood looking into the garden be- 
low, I found myself standing instead 
in the old bedroom of Catherine de 
Medici, in front of a little “table de 
toilette” draped quite simply in faded, 
wine-red velvet, and placed in a deeply 
recessed window of a stone castle 
overlooking a walled courtyard be- 
low. There in the Chateau of Chau- 
mont, in the Loire Valley, where the 
Queen made her toilet so long ago, 
and here in this white painted Long 
Island 20th Century house were iden- 
tically the same dressing arrange- 
ments. In one case thick stone walls 
made the recessed nook and painted 
satin curtains framed the window. 
In the other, a dormer window with 
white ruffled curtains achieved the 
Same purpose, 

Draped dressing tables are of in- 
finite variety and may be made of 
every conceivable fabric. The one men- 
tioned above belonging to Catherine 
de Medici might be copied quite easily 
in faded crimson velvet, trimmed in 
dull gold braid and mounted with an 
old lacquer mirror, On the top should 
be antique Venetian boxes to hold the 
toilet things. 

Most women prefer taffeta because 
it is so becoming. Also it is more 
easily handled than any other fabric. 
There is nothing so feminine as a 
taffeta-hung dressing table trimmed 
with ruchings or ruffles of a con- 
trasting shade, and mounted with a 
mirror covered by a puff of silk to 
match. A simple but equally effective 
type is made of flowered chintz, either 
glazed or unglazed, trimmed in pleat- 
ings and pinkings of plain glazed 
chintz or taffeta to harmonize. Still 
simpler tables may be made of plain 


glazed chintz or percale, and nothing 
is prettier than ruffled white dotted 
muslin over colored satine, or colored 
organdie trimmed in gay French rib- 
bons. In fact there is no material 
under the sun, if used in the proper 
place, that may not be made up into 
an attractive and successful table. 
First let us start with the founda- 
tion table. It is important that thi 
be the right proportion and shape to 
suit not only the type of room but 
the character of the material as weil. 
Do not plan a large kidney shape if 
you intend to hang it in chintz and 
use it in a small guest room with 
simple cottage furniture, nor a 
straight, uncompromising table, if it 
is to be hung in rich taffeta and 
placed in a large French bedroom. 
The table should be 29 inches high 
to be comfortable and allow for knee 
space under the center drawer. The 
top must be flush with the drawer 
otherwise it will not drape. If you 
are using an old table cut off th 
front edge of the top. On most 
tables this protrudes one-half to one 
inch beyond the drawer front. One 
drawer in the center is essential and 
this should be about twenty inches 
wide and five inches deep. A shallow 
shelf for slippers below, curved out 
for comfort, is a nice addition that 
costs very little more. The more com- 
plete tables have two or three smaller 
drawers on each side of the center, 
running to the floor, The most con- 
venient type is one having two drawers 
on each side of the center wit! two 
open spaces at the top instead of draw- 
ers. This arrangement provides 4 
easily accessible place for bottles,

cream jars, boxes, etc. These things 
when put into a drawer are a nuis- 
ance, as they slide from front to back 
each time the drawer is opened and 
are always disorderly. A still nicer 
feature is to have wings made of 
wooden slats on hinges, to which the 
silk is tacked. These are opened and 
pushed to each side while dressing. 
Some women prefer three small draw- 
ers at the top, with a deep door on 
each side below, giving space for slip- 
pers on the left side, and on the right, 
two sliding trays for creams and bot- 
tles. Every woman naturally has her 
own preference as to drawers and 
spaces. 

A table forty or forty-two inches 
long is a good average size, with 
sixteen to twenty inches allowed for 
the width. It may be entirely kidney 
shaped and placed out in the room, 
or made with only the front curved 
and the back straight against the wall. 
For a large room forty-eight inches 
is not too long. Semi-circular tables 
are also extremely effective, the di- 
mensions being usually sixteen inches 
deep by thirty-two inches wide. For 
a bathroom a narrow table is best, 
one about fourteen by thirty-six inches 
to fit under a window nicely. In 
every case the height from the floor 
should be twenty-nine inches. 

The best finish is one coat of flat 
paint and one of enamel to match the 
color of the material. This gives a 
more attractive appearance when the 
table is open and is a protection to the 
wood, The simplest and cheapest 
finish is a coat of shellac to fill the 
peres, Always shellac the inside of 
the drawers. Leave the top free, as 
it is easier to tack the material to the 
soft wood. 

After the table has been enameled 
pad the top with a layer of canton 
flannel, tacking firmly in place along 
the edge of the table. Then tack the 
top material over this. Be careful 
to pull smoothly but not too tightly 
or the silk will split. The skirt goes 
in place next. Either pleat or gather 
this into the right size and tack it 
to the edge of the top. If your table 
has no w:ngs, make the skirt in three 
sections, one for the center drawer 
and one for each side. Allow about 
fifty percent fullness if of chintz or 
taffeta, and more for a thinner mate- 
rial. Do not tack it on until com- 
pletely trimmed. The center piece is 
tacked to the drawer. Let the skirt 
escape the floor one inch to allow 
for the thickness of the carpet. Thin 
silks should have a separate lining 
skirt of satine to hold them in place, 
tacked on first. Make the trimming 
band for the top separately and have 
it completely finished before attempt- 
ing to put it on the table. Sew this 
in place with a curved upholsterer’s 
needle. As a draped table cannot be 
changed without a great deal of 
trouble, it is sometimes made with a 
detachable skirt, which is snapped on. 
For this, use the ordinary patent snap- 
pers. This arrangement is particu- 
larly advisable for children’s rooms 
or when delicate fabric is used. 

Mirror frames, covered to match 


the tables, are most attractive. Take 
a plain unfinished frame, either ob- 
long, round or oval, and pad with 
canton flannel as sharp edges cause th: 
silks to crack, Make a puff gathered to 
a tape on both sides and tack first to 
the inside edge of the frame next the 
glass. See that the tacks are not to 
close to the edge or they will reflect 
in the mirror. Finish the puff by 
pulling over the frame very straightly 
and tack to the back. Another sim- 
pler method for a glazed chintz table 
is to paint the mirror frame to match. 
In this way an old mirror may be 
utilized, 

A very important item is the trim- 
ming, which must be in the same 
character as the material. Trim your 
velvets in gold braids or thick silk 
tassel edges. Satin should be trim- 
med in heavy fringe or fringe made 
of silk covered wooden molds in a 
netted design. Taffetas are best trim- 
med in self material, puffed, shirred, 
pleated, picoted or pinked, or with 
narrow French ribbons. Brocade 
should be quite plain, depending on 
their own richness of texture for 
variety and contrast. Nets and laces 
need flowers and gay ribbons. Rub- 
berized materials should be very sim- 
ply treated as befitting the modern 
practical bathroom. Flowered chintz 
should be set off by taffeta or plain 
chintz in a harmonizing tone. Dotted 
muslin needs the quaintness of silk 
ruchings combined with old-fashioned 
fluted ruffles of itself. Organdie may 
be trimmed in tiny picoted organdie 
ruffles and in French ribbons. 

One very attractive table designed 
for a French bedroom was hung in 
soft blue taffeta. The skirt was trim- 
med in three ruffles of taffeta, the 
first cream, the next soft rose, and 
the third a deeper blue than the table. 
These were pinked and put on in 
scallops about halfway up the skirt. 
The top was finished with small puffs 
of the three colors divided by French 
ribbon rosebuds. This had a mirror 
frame of puffed blue silk, enclosed 
by a hood lined in rose. 

A semi-circular dressing table used 
in the same house was covered in jade 
green satin, the skirt quite plain and 
outlined with yellow satin at the top 
edge. The mirror frame was painted 
jade green to match, and over this 
was an enchanting canopy of the 
satin, lined in pale yellow, and edged 
with deep silk bead fringe. 

Glazed chintz makes effective dress- 
ing tables for simple, country house 
bedrooms. A mulberry flowered chintz 
might be trimmed in a_four-inch 
band of plain mulberry chintz side- 
pleated, and edged each side with 
green chintz pinked and shirred. Trim 
the top edge in green, and cover the 
top of the table in the plain mu!- 
berry. The mirror should be painte4 
mulberry. In a room with old red 
and white toile curtains it would be 
interesting to use a dressing tab': 
draped in horizon blue taffeta trim- 
med in red taffeta ruchings. On ths 
place a small French gilt mirror and 
a pair of small blue lamps. The boxes 
might be old gilt or Sévres.

the stream with a range of 30 to 40- 


feet is emitted. It is valuable in 
Class “A” fires and its usual capacity 
is 2% gallons. 

The non-freezing type of extin- 
guisher contains a liquid chemical 
solution. It throws a stream from 30 
to 40 feet and is also of the cooling 
variety of agent. It is not recom- 
mended for fires in places involving 
oils or greases, and remains forceful 
to 40° below zero (Fahrenheit). This 
works by simply inverting the ex- 
tinguisher, is valuable in class “A” 
fires, and comes in 2% gallons. 


THE FOAM TYPE 


The foam type seems to be the best 
all round type of extinguishing agent. 
It works by chemical reaction, and in- 
verting the container is all that is 
necessary to send forth a stream cf 
30 to 40 feet in range. The common 
size is 2% gallons as with the non- 
freezing and soda and acid types. This 
foam is a mass of bubbles filled with 
carbon dioxide gas and its principal 
attribute is to blanket or smother the 
fire even though it cools as well. It 
is usable in all class “A” fires and 
those involving heaviest oils, greases, 
and where fires caused by high elec- 
tric voltages have gone beyond the 
control of the tetrachloride extinguish- 
ers. Except in the special splash proof 
model (extinguisher) it is not good 
for pleasure cars or boats for the size 
of the ordinary form extinguisher is 
too great for small boats. 

This fire fighting method has been 
used with great glory in oil tank fires, 
for it covers any burning material 
with an air tight blanket and so 
smothers the flames by cutting off the 
supply of oxygen. Furthermore, it 
insulates the material it has covered, 
so that it cannot “catch” fire again. 

There is irf this type a size for the 
home. So for ordinary and extra fire 
risks this is a safety device indeed. 
And, by the way, the foam will not 
injure the finest fabrics or furniture. 
Should it get on your clothes it is 
easily brushed off when dry. 

Before buying an extinguisher these 
four things must be considered: 

1. Principal effect of the filler or 
solution or agent inside the extin- 
guisher—whether it cools, quenches or 
blankets. 

2. The make-up of the solution or 
agent or how it functions and what 
may be the after effects on your prop- 
erty, which is not burned up. 

3. The quantity—in relation to 
weight and comfort for it is handled 
by you; and the size of the hazard 
you must consider. 

4. The method of using—whether 
it is to be pumped or only inverted.

percent or more, the two most feasi- 
ble plans are to handle the whole 
amount through a building and loan 
association, or to split the obligation 
into first and second mortgages, find- 
ing a separate buyer for each. Place 
as much as possible, say fifty percent, 
in the first mortgage at a low rate of 
interest, and for a long term. Then 
the balance will have to draw a con- 
siderably higher rate, but should be 
arranged to amortize, or be paid off 
by installments, at the earliest date 
possible. 


BUILDING AND LOAN 


The search for a buyer of second 
mortgages is unnecessary if you have 
access to a good building and loan 
association. And there are few pro- 
gressive communities now which do 
not have such a local organization. 
Fortunately, too, most of them now 
qualify as “good”—that is they are 
soundly organized. The former so- 
called national associations with their 
loose methods, have largely passed 
out as a result of legal prosecutions, 
strict state regulations, and natural 
death. Building and loan associa- 
tions are now quite generally under 
the supervision of the state banking 
commission; but even a bank should 
be investigated before giving it your 
patronage, and there should be no 
exception to the rule in this case. 
Of course you want to know how 
high a rate the association charges 
on its loans, and you want to be sure 
that they are exercising due care in 
placing them. The state banking com- 
mission will be glad to answer com- 
munications on the subject, and you 
can always get an opinion from the 
local bankers. 

Building and loan associations are, 
or should be, strictly cooperative 
credit societies. Their capital is sup- 
plied through the purchase of shares 
by members, and the loans are made 
only to members. One may join and 
purchase shares as an investment, with- 
out borrowing, but he may not borrow 
without owning stock. Your pro- 
cedure in getting a loan is to apply 
for admission to membership. You 
must then submit to some scrutiny of 
your financial record, but not usually 
more so than by any other careful 
creditor. When your application has 
been accepted you are ready to buy 
stock and secure a loan. These are 
two separate and distinct transactions. 
You are expected, however, to sub- 
scribe for at least enough stock to 
equal the amount of your loan, and 
to begin paying for it at once in 
monthly installments. As the plan 
works out, you ultimately exchange 
this stock for your mortgage, and 
tear up the latter. How soon this 
may be, depends, of course, on how 
fast you pay out your stock, and how 
much profits accrue to you through 
membership in this cooperative asso- 
ciation. 

The  building-and-loan-association 
form of loan has one other strong 
advantage, beside its convenience for 
securing the necessary funds,—it pro- 


vides a systematic “urge” or stimulus

§nancial responsibility assumed, 1 
the fact that such property is usua 
much over-priced. The “opportunit 
to buy without money robs people 
their natural caution. 

In spite of all that may be said 
commendation of home owners!

vestment. In other words, people n 
be unduly zealous on that score, pi 
the point of common sense. As 
general principle it may be observ 
that those who have not demonstrat 
their ability to save, by accumulati 
as much as one fifth of the propos 
value of the home, have not suffi 
assurance that they can carry an 
vestment responsibility of that s 
Money lenders in general bear out t 
conclusion by refusing to give | 
encouragement of good terms to th 
who can’t meet these conditions.

N a Spanish or Italian type of dining room it would be interest- 

ing to have a red and white table. On a polished oak refectory 
table use a runner of old lace or heavy, cream colored linen.

while in tying the knots great deft- 
ness of fingers is vital. Further, in 
following the intricate designs which 
are often carried in the minds of 
the weaver, each girl gives the work 
her individual touch. At times four 
or five weavers are simultaneously 
engaged on a carpet, each being 
responsible for two, or more, feet 
of its space. Millions of knots are 
necessary but the mechanical aspect 
never seems to dull the interest of 
these clever Donegal colleens. 

Where do these carpets go? I know 
one hacienda high up on the snow- 
swept slopes of the Chilean Andes 
where the owner, a descendant of the 
famous Admiral Higgins, points with 
pride to his life’s treasure in that 
“bit of oul” Ireland covering his mo- 
saic hall. In the English Royal Palace 
at Osborne the drawing room has a 
Donegal carpet, selected by the late 
Queen Victoria. King Edward also 
purchased one for Buckingham Pal- 
ace, as did King George for Marl- 
borough House. Public buildings 
such as the English House of Legis- 
lature, the Irish Free State Parlia- 


ment building and a score of hotels 
belonging to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway are carpeted with the prod- 
uct of these skilled Irish craftswomen. 
One carpet in the magnificent City 
Hall in Northern Ireland is the larg- 
est ever woven, being over 5,020 
square feet in area and weighing 
tons. 

Now it must not be imagined that 
these delightful rugs are chosen only 
by Royalty and governments. Thou- 
sands of owners of homes appreciate 
the interesting, intricate patterns, the 
vigorous coloring and the practical 
attributes of these Donegal carpets.

railing imparts. The facade of Ave- 
nue House, at Ampthill, for example, 
would be somewhat bald and austere 
without the railing, which really plays 
a very significant part in the general 
composition. If we set out to appraise 
its actual values, we note the mellow 
blue-green color in fascinating com- 
bination with the red of the brick; 
the relief of the narrow verticals and 
the shadows they cast; and, finally, 
the graceful design of the bars them- 
selves, with the flowing lines of the 
ramps on each side of the doorway 
suggesting both dignity and inviting 
welcome. 

Without the gateposts and the agree- 


ably fashioned ironwork of the gate, 
the immediate approach to “Millets 
Green,” in the Cathedral precincts at 
Gloucester, would lack interest and 
sink to the level of the commonplace. 
Even a very small and modest houve 
need not be without the touch of 
amenity that gives interest and indivi- 
duality to the doorway. Witness the 
little stucco house at Clare, in Suffolk, 
with the simplest of wrought iron 
handrails and scrapers. The old smith 
who fashioned them put a compelling 
charm into the lines of his handiwork, 
yet nothing could be more straight- 
forward and unpretentious.

ence of these trifling accessories makes 
all the difference between an entrance 
with character and a mere doorway. 
At Bourton-on-the-Water, in Glou- 
cestershire, the entrance acquires all 
its engaging aspect from the unusual 
stone porch surmounted by the cube 
sundial and ball finial. 

For houses standing well within 
their own grounds there is not the 
same urgent need for many of the 
various incidents of entrance compo- 
sition hitherto mentioned, but grace 
of manner in such matters is never 
lost. How much the paneled hood, 
with its richly carved corbels, and the 
plain white balustrades flaring out- 
ward on the lower steps add to the 
total charm of the entrance of 
Eggington Manor can be gauged only 
when we try to visualise the com- 
position with these incidental factors 
eliminated. At Bourton House, Bour- 
ton-on-the-Hill, a glance convinces 
how much the shaping of the steps 
and the engaging silhouette of the 
balustrades, with their vase-shaped 
brass finials mean to the character of 
the entrance. 

A great many of these niceties of 
entrance composition cannot be con- 
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sidered in the least degree essentia , 
from an utilitarian point of view, t 
is true. But then we must rememb:r 
—what architectural critics of a ce - 
tain type, in their purblind materia - 
ism, seem to forget—that there ae 
spiritual values, even in the humbk st 
domestic work, that cannot possibly e 
tried by the touchstone of purely m.- 
terial utility. We must consider tie 
doctrine of visual satisfaction, and we 
must remember that imagination both 
demands an outlet of expression and 
requires outwardly expressed forms on 
which to feed. Without these our 
architecture would be as cold and re- 
lentless, and quite as monotonous, as 
a collection of packing boxes or a 
row of steel filing cabinets. Though 
railings and other concomitants of 
entrance composition do not render 
any house more comfortable or more 
convenient within, nor make its struc. 
ture more stable without, they perform 
a very real service in the satisfaction 
they afford both mind and eye and 
they convey an articulate and un- 
mistakable expression of personality 
to the exterior that any thinking per- 
son cannot fail to esteem as an ap- 
preciable asset.

encircling masses of the Leedsii White 
Lady. Much of the effectiveness of 
this planting depended upon the man- 
ner in which the various varieties were 
arranged to form a definite repeat 
pattern. And an added charm grew 
out of the succession of the bloom. 

Daffodils are delightful, too, where 
they are spread over beds and borders 
in gardens of geometric regularity. 
I have used the familiar golden trum- 
pet, Emperor, to cover wide beds 
surrounding an oblong grass panel in 
a formal design. Along the inner 
edge of the beds there were Pansies 
with a thin line of Poet’s Narcissus 
back of them and along the outer 
edges of the beds; Hyacinths were 
distributed in clumps of varied colors 
just behind a rim of Pachysandra. 
For such carpeting effects it is best 
to use a single variety, such as the 
striking Sir Watkin, or the giant Van 
Waveren, the elegant Madam de 
Graaff or the delightfully girlish 
Victoria, the star-shaped Duchess of 
Westminster or the orange rimmed 
Conspicuus. 

It is seldom possible to give over 
a garden, even a very small one, 
entirely to Daffodils no matter how 
wonderful it may be. But, such all- 
over effects give an opportunity of 
following the Daffodils display with 
interesting summer bedders. In one 
spring garden, I know Zinnias re- 
placed the bulbs. They were used in 
solid masses of striking color to term- 
inate a path of gay summer flowers. 
In a less conspicuous place, the deli- 
cate Moss Verbenas, or even the old- 
fashioned Four-o-clocks and Balsams, 
or a medley of annuals might be ap- 
propriate. In the evergreen garden 
that I mentioned, white Petunias fol- 


lowed the white Daffodils while in 
the other garden Verbenas in mixed 
colors, the blue shades predominating, 
made a delightful cover when the 
bulbs disappeared. 

For the all-year-around garden, it 
is necessary in controlling the propor- 
tion of each season’s effect to limit 
the quantity of its Daffodils. Are 
they to be the only flower in bloom 
at the time? Then, I place them just 
behind the edging plants in a broad 
band all along the length of the 
border. This method is excellent, 
especially for small borders, for it 
keeps the Daffodils well under control. 
For such planting, you can use many 
varieties and get them in mixture, if 
you like, though I should recommend 
such mixtures only for very small 
gardens. It is usually better to buy 
them separately and do your own 
mixing for you can then choose the 
quantities of each kind and place them 
with a forethought of how they will 
conform to the design. Not merely 
the shape and color of the flower 
but the time of its blooming must be 
considered in this respect. If the 
Daffodils are planted either sid of 2 
path, they can be used one after 
another in delightful variation 0!

method of distributing bulbs gives 
the maximum of effect with the mini- 
mum expenditure of space and often 
gives the sparsely planted garden an 
illusion of much bloom. 

Entirely different effects are pro- 
duced when Daffodils are scattered 
in clumps through the garden borders. 
I suggest this method only for places 
where Daffodils are used as choice 
inhabitants of the rock garden with 
other early bulbs and delicate flowers, 
or where they are the accompani- 
ments of other flowers that spread 
their lavish bloom over the spring 
border and subordinate even Daffodils 
to their owe luxuriance. The earlier 
varieties are in bloom with creeping 
Phloxes and Aubretias, with Arabis 
and Golden Tufts, with Pansies and 
Violas. Poet’s Narcissi come into 
flower with the Ghent Azaleas and 
make effective groups with the yellow 
and orange ones. And, Jonquils I have 
seen in the fascinating company of 
Iceland Poppies, Golden Tuft, Siber- 
ian Wallflowers and Kerria japonica 

This method of planting Daffodils 
has a particular point in its favor. 
A great variety can be used and so 
an intimate acquaintance can be 
formed with all manner of Daffodil 
personalities.

DAFFODIL 


HE Daffodil season in Philadel- 

phia in 1925 was a very good 
one. Flowers began to bloom late in 
March, Golden Spur in sheltered loca- 
tions coming about the 24th. There 
was no real display of flowers, how- 
ever, until the week of April 6th, at 
which time Fairy, King Alfred, Sir 
Francis Drake, Dick, Glory of Nord- 
wyjk, Spring Glory, Van Waveren’s 
Giant, Alice Knights, Snowflake, Sir 
Watkin, Chieftain, Brilliancy, Fairy 
Queen, Lord Kitchener and Mermaid 
began to bloom, also Duchess of West- 
minster.

mer garden, out-of-doors, you find 
growing happily side by side plants 
from widely separated corners, and 
temperatures, of the earth. A similar 
wide range will succeed equally well 
in your garden under glass. 

The fun which your new green- 
house will bring you should start many 
weeks before the house is completed, 
as you can begin getting ready to fill 
it by sowing seeds out-of-doors of 
many of the things you will want. 
This will give you a nice lot of little 
plants ready to put up, or put in 
benches, as soon as the house is com- 
pleted. A word as to how to start 
these seeds may not be amiss here, as 
they require somewhat different treat- 
ment than they do when sown in 
Spring. 

Select a sheltered spot; if it is shaded 
during the middle of the day, so much 
the better. Mark off a six-foot square, 
and drive a light post down at each 
corner, letting the post extend about 
eighteen inches above the ground. 
Nail some boards—old ones will do— 
to these posts at the ground level, make 
a shallow frame; and nail 2x! strips 
to the tops of the posts, to support 
shading material. For shading you 
can use cold frame sash, covered with 
whitewash; or, better still, a light six 
by six foot sash covered with a certain 
glass substitute that is very light, non- 
breakable and translucent, but just 
opaque enough to give the right 
amount of light and sunshine. 

Fork into the soil in the frame two 
or three inches of screened rotted man- 
ure or leaf-mold; or commercial 
humus; this will give a light, fine soil, 
that will hold moisture a long time. 
Mark off shallow drills six inches 
apart, and sow your seeds, very thinly. 
The small seeds should be merely 
pressed into the soil; the larger ones, 
covered very lightly. Give the soil a 
thorough soaking—all the water it 
will absorb—before planting. Cover 
the soil with old bags, after planting. 
After a week, examine carefully daily, 
and remove the bags as soon as the 
first sprouts appear. Water thoroughly 
when needed, with a fine rose spray. 
When third or fourth leaves have 
appeared, thin out, so the little plants 
will stand separately. Leave the ele- 
vated shading on until the seedlings 
are two or three inches high; then re- 
move. By attending to these details, 
none of which are difficult or compli- 
cated, you can make certain of having 
a fine lot of little plants ready to stock 
your new greenhouse for fall and 
winter. 

Another source of material for your 
new plant world will be the flower 
garden. Some plants, such as Snap- 
dragons, Begonias, Heliotrope, Gera- 
niums and Verbenas, you can take up, 
cut back, pot carefully, and they will 
make new growth and go right on 
blooming. These, you will note, are 
for the most part the tender or semi- 
hardy plants which in their natural en- 
vironment bloom more or less con- 
tinually. Then there are the hardy 
things, which you can have in bloom 
months before they would bloom out- 
of-doors, but they require a “resting” 
period, and should be stored in a cool, 
partly moist place, such as in a cold- 


frame covered with ashes, or in a cool 
cellar, from the time you take them 
up and put them in pots—after the 
first hard frosts have killed the 
foliage—until about the first of the 
year. In this class are such things as 
Spireas, Bleeding-Heart, Lily-of-the- 
Valley, Columbine, hardy Carnations, 
and a score of other favorites of the 
hardy border. Take your choice of 
them, regardless of what the books or 
the professional gardeners say: you 
may strike one or two that won’t 
succeed but most of them will. 

The next question is, how to handle 
these various plants, after you get 
them inside the realm of your new 
kingdom. To a certain extent, you 
have taken things out of Nature’s 
hands, and into your own. Now what? 

Well, you will probably face your 
task, and your responsibility with a 
little fear and trembling. But your 
doubts are likely to be greater than 
your dangers. Good garden sense, plus 
ordinary common sense, will go far 
toward taking you over most of the 
snags and uncertainties you are likely 
to encounter. But for the benefit of 
the real beginner, I can set down in 
the few following paragraphs, the es- 
sence of many years’ experience, boiled 
down to the fewest words possible. 

Of course every plant needs soil 
in which to grow. The chief essen- 
tials of a good soil for general green- 
house use are that it should drain 
readily, hold an abundance of mois- 
ture, not cake or pack hard, and con- 
tain an abundance of plant food. 
Such a soil may be made up as fol- 
lews: Take one part each of good 
garden loam; rotted sod (or thick 
fresh sod, shaved or chopped up into 
many small pieces; and thoroughly 
rotted manure (cow manure being 
preferable, if you can get it). Sift or 
rub each material through a soil screen 
or sieve having a quarter-inch mesh; 
then mix them thoroughly together, 
adding a four-inch pot full of bone 
meal and tankage (or dried blood) 
to each bushel of soil. If the garden 
loam used is a heavy clay, it may be 
necessary to add enough sharp sand 
to “cut” the soil mixture sufficiently 
so that, when pressed into a ball in the 
hand, it will crumble apart readily. 
It is an easy matter to mix soil of this 
kind, it is a delight to handle and 
work with it; and all kinds of plants 
will thrive in it vigorously. 

Plants in the greenhouse, on the 
whole, are more often injured by 
over-watering than by under-water- 
ing. When they are watered, they 
should be soaked thoroughly, so that 
the soil in benches or pots is made 
moist clear through to the bottom. 
Water should not be given again, 
until the soil is partly dry. Until you 
learn to tell from experience, by ex- 
amining the surface of the soil or by 
the “ring” of a pot when rapped 
sharply with the knuckles, it will be 
well to examine a pot occasionally by 
knocking the soilball out. (The prop- 
er way to do this is to take the pot 
in the right hand, slip the stem of the 
plant between the left forefinger and 
middle finger, and strike the rim of 
the inverted pot sharply against the

edge of a bench or table). Watering 
should be done on bright sunny morn- 
ings, so that the foliage will dry off 
before night. In hot, sunny weather, 
during late spring and summer, it 
may be necessary to water daily; at 
other seasons every two or three days; 
or during midwinter, only once a 
week, according to conditions, 


THE MATTER OF HUMIDITY 


Moisture in the air is quite as im- 
portant as soil moisture. To main- 
tain a moist atmosphere in the house, 
occasionally “wet down” the walls and 
the space under the benches. This is 
particularly important in very hot 
sunny weather. 

A close “exhausted” atmosphere is 
as bad for plants as it is for humans. 
Except in very stormy winter weather, 
some ventilation should be given every 
day. In cold weather, the best time 
to ventilate is between 10 A.M. and 


AS HYDRANGEAS 


1 P.M. Care should be taken, of 
course, not to allow a cold draft to 
blow directly upon any plants. With 
modern ventilating apparatus, which 
a child can operate and which requires 
only a turn of the wrist to open or 
close the entire house, the problem of 
ventilation is no longer a problem at 
all, but a mere detail so far as work 
is concerned. In ventilating, it is best 
to admit only a small volume of air, 
so as not to cause any sudden drop in 
the temperature of the house; in other 
words, open the ventilators only a 
little and keep them open quite a long 
time, rather than opening them wide 
for a short time. 

The details of controlling insects 
and diseases, will be discussed in next 
month’s article, which takes up plants 
for permanent decoration in the little 
greenhouse; and the technique of 
transplanting and potting in connec- 
tion with the concluding article, on 
vegetables and plants for cut flowers,

but durable inflorescence that tempted 
foolish persons to continue the igno- 
miny into winter. The whole place 
was, so far as he could manage it, 
caused to blossom vigorously and 
viciously with Hydrangea “Peegee,” 
which is now the accepted common 
name of Hydrangea paniculata grandi- 
flora. 

This Hydrangea was overdone at 
this place, and it has been overdone 
elsewhere. It is a good shrub in its 
place, but every place is not its place, 
and it becomes a tiresome nuisance 
when it usurps the lovely variety in 
shrub flora which we might otherwise 
have. 

Now this very same Hydrangea has 
a form which is not at all overdone, 
and is, as I look at it, altogether de- 
sirable and pleasing. It is Hydrangea 
paniculata, omitting the last word 
which too grandiloquently describes 
the sterile flowers that characterize it. 
The panicled Hydrangea has a delight- 
ful combination of sterile and fertile 
flowers which gives it varied attrac- 
tiveness. Reference to some of the 
photographs accompanying this article 
will indicate what I mean by the dif- 
ference between the sterile and the 
fertile flowers. The sterile flowers are 
the showy white blossoms, and the 
fertile blooms—those that produce 
seed—are the inner actual flowers that 
to the cultivated eye add delightful 
variety. The true Hydrangea panicu- 
lata, now obtainable in nurseries, is an 
admirable tall shrub well worth a 
place in the shrub border or along the 
driveway. It is sightly when out of 
bloom, and agreeably beautiful when 
in bloom. There is an earlier form of 
it, known as Hydrangea paniculata 
praecox, which is the same except that 
its blooms are a little earlier, and 
therefore extend the season ; and there 
is a “tardiva” form that is later. 

Another showy Hydrangea stands at 
this moment in danger of being over- 
done, but is yet worth while. It is the 


sterile form of Hydrangea arborescens, 
a native American plant both in re- 
spect to the form with sterile flowers 
and to its grandiflora type. Far more 
graceful in form of plant than the 
“Peegee” Hydrangea, the flowers of 
the grandiflora variety open at Breeze 
Hill in late June and run nearly 
through July. If the plants are left 
unpruned, there will be many of its 
relatively flat cymes among the round- 
ed and agreeable green foliage. If 
the plants are pruned and thinned, the 
flowers will be larger. Left to itself, 
the disposition of this fine hydrangea 
is to make a pleasing rounded object, 
seldom over three and a half feet high. 
It has the distinct merit of being will- 
ing to grow in shady or half shady 
places, and will brighten some corners 
otherwise falling into summer dull- 
ness. It does not do its clear best in 
open sunshine, and it does show to 
better advantages when in reasonably 
moist soil. 

The fertile form is Hydrangea ar- 
borescens, and here again one gets the 
advantage of an agreeabie variation 
between the fertile and sterile florets. 
As the inflorescence is in the form of 
a cyme—that is, rather flat—instead 
of a panicle, which is long and plumy, 
there is a distinct variation that’ is 
worth while. 

The common name of this better 
summer-blooming Hydrangea, which 
is not yet overdone, used to be “Balls 
of Snow,” but my friends who hav 
been manufacturing vernacular names 
to order in “Standardized Plant 
Names” want to call it “Snowhill 
Hydrangea.” I doubt whether they can 
make the name stick, and I would per- 
sonally rather use the straight-forward 
scientific name of Hydrangea arbore- 
scens grandiflora, which is no harder 
for me to say than Chrysanthemum, ¢ 
Rhododendron, or Geranium, or Ve'- 
bena, or Rugosa!

blobs of pink and blue, varying in 
intensity and violence, and he knows 
these to be also Hydrangeas which are 
tending to be overdone. What used to 
be known as Hydrangea hortensia and 
is now botanically called Hydrangea 
opuloides, is the scientific name of the 
center of the class which includes a 
considerable number of French-origi- 
nated varieties, some of them being 
really exceedingly beautiful by reason 
of their great cymes of wholly sterile 
flowers. Not entirely hardy, this Hy- 
drangea is generally classed as a green- 
house subject, and is an important ob- 
ject of commerce in its various varie- 
ties in tubs and pots and for porch 
decoration. There is much discussion 
as to how the flowers may be made to 
bloom blue or pink by soil treatment, 
but having no interest whatever in 
abnormalities I do not even read the 
stuff that is written about such mis- 
treatment. I do know that at Breeze 
Hill I have failed to protect effectively 
outdoors some plants of this particular 
Hydrangea, which blooms in early 
summer from the terminal buds of the 
previous year, this bloom therefore 
suffering when the vulnerable ex- 
tremes of the plant are hurt by frost. 

Having now disposed of the more 
conventional subjects in this excellent 
group of shrubs, I want to have the 
pleasure of discussing some that are 
good enough to be far better known 
and more freely grown. 

From West China a considerable 
number of new Hydrangea varieties 
were brought by E. H. Wilson, but 
none of these have passed importantly 


into commerce, and so far none of 
them have shown outstanding ad- 


vantage. In this group could be 
cluded Hydrangea bretschneideri and 
H. xanthoneura and its sub-varieties, 
and others either not hardy in the open 
or of minor importance. 

A superbly fine and unfortunately 
overlooked native American shrub is 
Hydrangea quercifolia, which Bailey’s 
Cyclopedia gives as distributed natu- 
rally from Kentucky to Alabama and 
Florida. Despite this southern nativity, 
this Oak-leaved Hydrangea is hardy at 
least to Massachusetts. Its foliage is 
very large and substantial, generally 
justifying the name given it, because 
it does look like a glorified Oak leaf, 
and it would make the plant worth 
while if it never had a flower, for 
after staying solidly deep green dur- 
ing the summer, it turns with the on- 
coming of fall to extremely rich, deep 
crimson which distinguishes it among 
shrubs of the season. The fall leaf- 
beauty lasts until hard freez'ng browns 
and crisps the foliage. The flowers 
are in large panicles made up of both 
sterile and fertile florets, and on a 
husky plant are of great beauty. The 
growth of this plant is peculiar, and 
its angular twigs are shaggy, with 


light brown bark. I am told by 
nurserymen that it is not easy to 


propagate, and is therefore scarce, but 

do know that my plants at Breeze 
Hill always attract the attention of the 
true plant-lover whether in or out of 
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bloom, or whether in leaf or with the 
interestingly different branches. Hy. 
drangea quercifolia seems to grow to 
six feet, and will make, if left al Ine, 
a good object on the lawn or in the 
shrubbery, clothed to the ground and 
never becoming disreputably leggy like 
the overdone “Peegee.” It is altog: ther 
worth while. 

Growing right near it at Breeze Hil] 
I have a plant of Hydrangea rad ata, 
and it is close to a plant of H. ari ore. 
scens grandiflora. At first glance one 
would think the plants identical, saye 
for the almost altogether fertile flow. 


ers carried in the numerous cymes 
when it is in bloom. But a vagrant 
breeze that ruffles the foliage im. 


mediately sets out the lovely distine. 
tion of Hydrangea radiata—the under 
side of all the leaves is soft, milky 
white, and it is this agreeable appear. 
ance as the wind blows that makes this 
particular Hydrangea most desirable, 
It is also scarce, as it need not be, and 
is sometimes confused with H. cinerea, 
which is not so important and de. 
sirable. 

On one of my memorable visits to 
the Arnold Arboretum, I was stopped 
in full career by the sight of a great 
vine on the east side of the Admin stra- 
tion Building. 
plant of Hydrangea petiolaris, the 
Climbing Hydrangea. Great broad, 
handsome, somewhat wrinkled foliage, 
utterly different from any other vine 
I had ever seen, gave an appearance 
of notable richness, and the very large 
cymes carried a combination of fertile 
and sterile bloom that was exceedingly 
beautiful. 

The species is notably variable, and 
my plant at Breeze Hill has smaller 
foliage and smaller flowers, but it is 
doing well enough to make me mighty 
glad it is decorating a garden wall 
from which I am progressively remov- 
ing the coarse Virginia Creeper, in 
order to give this fine Hydrangea 
plenty of room. 

Hydrangea petiolaris has sometimes 
been confused with another Japanese 
climber which bears the awesome 
botanical designation of Schizophragma 
hydrangeoides! 1 find myself exceed- 
ingly glad that I do not have to slan- 
der my particular specimen with this 
heavy name, though I would endure 
it rather than do without the vine if 
I could not honestly call it by the much 
easier and proper 
name. 

This climbing Hydrangea 
rather rare, but the nurserymen cat 
have it, and some of them do have it. 
It is properly in any thoughtfully 
handled garden which has a suitable 
wall upon which it may be permitted 
to attach itself by the curious sustain- 
ing appendages which it has in com- 
mon with the Virginia Creeper and 
the hardy Ivy. 

Hydrangeas as a class are by n0 
means overdone, and I trust the sug- 
gestions that precede may be used 
to provide Hydrangea pleasure for 
those who have become as tired as! 
have done of the “Peegee” nuisance

wide-spreadin, cork-winged branches. 
Throughout the summer it possesses 
little that is attractive in character, 
for its leaves are dull green and its 
flowers quite inconspicuous. In the 
autumn, however, it assumes the most 
brilliant tints of rosy scarlet to crim- 
son and well deserves the name of 
“Burning Bush.” The fruit is small, 
usually one-seeded, freely produced 
and dull purple in color with scarlet 
coated protruding seeds. In the win- 
ter this shrub is conspicuous with its 
rigid wide-spreading branches with 
prominent corky wings. Though 
common over a wide area of the 
Orient it is particuarly abundant in 
the Nikko region of Japan where 
Maples also luxuriate. In the autumn 
many tourists when acclaiming the 
wondrous autumn tints of the Maples 
have this Euonymus in view though 
they do not realise it. 

Another favorite is E. europea, 
which is a shrub or small tree some- 
times 30 feet high with a spreading 
bushy head and dark green, usually 
oblong-lance-shaped leaves which fall 
without undergoing much change in 
color. The fruit is abundantly pro- 
duced in hanging clusters and when 
ripe is red and the seeds orange-color. 


There is a good variety with white 
fruits (fructu-albo), another (pur- 
purea) with the young shoots and 
leaves suffused with purple; there are 
also forms with white and yellow 
variegated leaves. None are better 
than the type, a well grown plant of 
which is among the most beautiful 
objects northern gardens can_ boast. 

Very lovely in fruit is E. bun- 
geana, a native of north China and 
introduced into our gardens from 
Peking through the Arnold Arbore- 
tum. This is a slender tree often 30 
feet tall with numerous thin branches 
forming a narrow crown, light green 
lance-shaped leaves on long stalks, 
easily moved by the breeze and chang- 
ing to yellow in the autumn. It fruits 
abundantly, the ripe capsule changing 
from pale yellow to pink and dis- 
playing rose-colored seeds. The fruit 
is small, not more than half an inch 
in diameter, but there are many in 
each cluster; indeed, no Euonymus is 
more prolific. The fruits keep the 
pink color until severe frosts set in, 
when they bleach and finally beco:ne 
gray-brown. On account of its tall 
habit it is a good plant for the margin 
of woodlands and may be used to

great advantage as a screen. It is 
perfectly hardy and flourishes in New 
England. Similar in color of foliage 
and fruit is E. semipersistens, but 
this is broader in habit and _ retains 
its leaves into December. In the Ar- 
nold Arboretuin this is the last of 
deciduons trees to shed its leaves which 
remain fresh and green until severe 
frosts set in, when they fall without 
undergoing much change in color. 
The Chinese EF. lanceifolia grows 
to a larger size than any other Euony- 
mus hardy in New England. In China 
I have seen trees 50 feet tall with 
trunks 9 feet in girth clothed with 
dark corrugated bark. The branches 
are stout and the leaves broad with 
deeply impressed veins, It is a vigor- 
ous plant and in the fall when laden 
with its white fruits, open and dis- 
playing the bright orange seeds, it 
is singularly handsome. The flowers 
are white and more conspicuous than 
is usual among Euonymus. Similar 
in general appearance of foliage but 
a large bush rather than a tree is 
E. yedoensis which has dull purplish 
fruits opening only sufficiently to 
show the orange-colored seeds peering 
through the fissured valves. It has 
this advantage, however: the leaves 
turn a brilliant red in the autumn. 


BURNING BUSII 


The vernacular name “Burning 
Bush” belongs properly to EF. atro- 
purpurea, a native of this country and 
cultivated since the middle of the 18th 
Century. It is a bush or small tree 
sometimes 25 feet tall but more often 
from 6 to 12 feet with deciduous 
leaves, dark purple flowers, hanging 
crimson fruits and scarlet seeds. Its 
habit is open, often straggling but a 
well-fruited plant, the capsules sus- 
pended on long stalks and the scarlet 
seeds displayed, is handsome. The 
name Burning Bush, however, would 
apply with greater accuracy to E, 
planipes whose fiery crimson fruits 
with orange-colored seeds are more 
brilliant and handsome than those of 
any other species. This is a bush from 
§ to 8 feet tall of compact habit with 
ascending stems and broad dark green 
leaves which become purple-tinted in 
the autumn. The fruits, thick, massive 
and angled, each three-quarters of an 
inch across and borne in loose clusters 
are suspended on slender 3 to 6 inch 
long stalks. Laden with a multitude 
of fruits in October a bush from the 
near distance glows with intense scar- 
let like unto live coals of a charcoal 
fire. There is nothing more wonderful 
in fruit among hardy woody plants 
than EF. planipes which came to us 
from north Japan. A closely related 
species very rare in gardens is E, 
oxyphylla, distinguished by its small 
and perfectly smooth fruits. 

A form with broad rich green 
leaves is the well-named E. latifolia 
which hails from Europe. This is a 
wide bush or small tree sometimes 20 
feet tall but more usually from 8 to 
10 feet and as much through, with 
red-purple branches and 5-winged 
fruits, each three-quarters of an inch 
across, suspended on long thread-like 
stalks. When ripe the fruit is bright 


rosy red and, bursting, displays orange- 
colored seeds. In good soil this makes 
a fine specimen and hung with brilliant 
fruits in autumn is not to be denied 
its place in the front rank of orna- 
mental shrubs, The Oriental E. macrop- 
tera is very similar, but has much 
larger wings, to the star-shaped fruit. 
Related also is E. sanguinea with red- 
purple shoots, velvety green leaves 
which curl somewhat and become rich 
crimson-purple in the autumn. Of the 
twenty species and varieties of Euony- 
mus which it has been my good for- 
tune to add to gardens this and E£, 
lanceifolia thrive best in the Arnold 
Arboretum. 

A very good plant for clothing odd 
corners is the native E. obowata, a 
deciduous species of trailing habit and 
rarely more than a foot high with 
dull green leaves broadest above the 
middle, greenish purple flowers and 
crimson prickly fruits with scarlet 
seeds. In a wild state it frequents 
damp places but in cultivation is in no 
sense fastidious, thriving in dry spots 
and even under large trees. Prostrate 
in habit, it roots freely as it spreads 
and makes quite a good ground-cover, 
for which purpose it ought to be more 
generally used. 

A pleasing little deciduous or par- 
tially evergreen shrub is E. nana, 
native of western Asia and remarkabl: 
in having the leaves arranged both 
alternate and opposite on the stems, 
a departure from the general rule in 
Fuonymus. It is of spreading or pro- 
cumbent habit and grows from one to 
three feet tall with slender stems and 
narrow Rosemary-like dull green 
leaves. The inconspicuous flowers are 
brown-purple; the fruit is pink and 
the seeds have the usual orange-colored 
jacket. Being quite hardy in New 
England this plant has a decided use 
since it can be conveniently planted 
wherever low shrubs are needed. There 
is an equally hardy variety (Koop- 
mannii) of sturdier habit and broader 
leaves which came from the moun- 
tains of central Asia, 


AN EVERGREEN VARIETY 


For those who garden in California 
and other parts of this country where 
a mild climate prevails the evergreen 
E. japonica is a valuable plant. Of 
dense leafy habit, it is splendid for 
hedges, standing clipping exceedingly 
well. Being by nature a maritime 
plant it is particularly well suited for 
shore gardens, withstanding in a 
marked degree both strong winds and 
salt spindrift. It is a much-branched 
bush or small tree growing from 10 to 
25 feet tall with lustrous green leath- 
ery leaves usually broadest above the 
middle, blunt at the apex and narrow 
at the base. The fruit is small, g!o- 
bose, pinkish with pale orange seeds 
and is borne erect on rigid stalks. It 
is a most cheerful and useful broad- 
leaf evergreen and where it is hardy 
thrives most successfully in poor sandy 
soils. In some places it suffers from 
mildew and needs to be sprayed wit! 2 
solution of sulphur.

prime favorite with the Japanese for 
we know not how long. This has re- 
sulted in a number of sports, some with 
broader, others with narrower leaves 
and some with white and yellow varie- 
gated foliage. For those who like 
freaks with oddly marked foliage var. 
latifolia variegata with broad white 
and var. ovata aurea with rich yellow 
margined leaves are good plants; 
another variety (aurea) has the center 
of the leaf bright yellow and only a 
marginal line of dark green. 

Much more hardy is the Chinese 
E. patens, sold by many American 
nurserymen under the erroneous name 
of E. Sieboldii. In the Arnold Ar- 
boretum this plant suffers during the 
winter and is not satisfactory, but on 
parts of Cape Cod, at Providence and 
Newport, Rhode Island, it flourishes 
amazingly. At Bristol, Rhode Island, 
there is a hedge of this plant fully 100 
feet long, 5 feet through, perfect in 
every way and a worthy object lesson 
to the usefulness of this Euonymus. 
At babyhood it creeps somewhat and 
emits roots freely from the stem but 
soon deserts this habit for an upright 
form of growth developing into a 
broad spreading bush from 6 to 8 feet 
tall, but unless clipped it remains 
loose and straggling. The leaves are 
leathery, bright green, broad-oval to 
obovate in shape, each from 2 to 3 
inches long and from 1 to 2 inches 
wide, blunt or pointed at the apex and 
retained on the shoots for several 
vears. The fruit is pink, globose in 
shape, and the seed coat is orange-red. 
It is one of the plants introduced first 
into this country in 1861 by Dr. G. R. 
Hall and has been too much neglected. 
Growing well in the most ordinary 
soil, easily propagated by cuttings anid 
splendidly adapted for hedge-planting, 
this most useful plant is destined to be 
of great value to American gardens. 


AN EXCELLENT VINI 


In Massachusetts the Common Ivy 
is not hardy and the finest substitute 
we have is the Evergreen Bittersweet 
(E. radicans), All round this is the 
best exotic broadleaf evergreen hardy 
in New England where its different 
varieties may be advantageously used 
for many purposes. On Long Island 
and round New York this Euonymus 
suffers badly from scale-insects and on 
this account its planting is not recom- 
mended, but in and around Boston and 
in New England generally where the 
summers are not so dry it is but little 
troubled by this pest. The landscape 
men now appreciate this evergreen and 
many a house, wall and out-building 
clothed with it stands out in winter 
as a cheerful object of dark lustrous 

This Euonymus is a creeping plant, 
rooting as it spreads over the ground 
and forms a dense carpet. It will 
climb to the tops of trees 40 feet tall 
and readily covers stone walls and 
wooden buildings. To cement and 
hard brick it does not readily cling 
and needs training and keeping in 
place by means of strong copper wire. 
For the north and west fronts of 
houses it is especially valuable and 


with judicious clipping soon make» a 
curtain green and restful at all seas ns 
of the year. This plant is worth tok. 
ing a little trouble with since it so 
greatly enhances the appearance of 
everything it clothes.

A 
pleasing form with small, pointed 
leaves marbled and passing to bright 
green is the var. acuta which I intro- 
duced from China. This and the typi- 
cal plant are excellent ground-covers 
under deciduous trees. More handsome 
than my form is the var. colorata 
whose leaves are splendidly tinted rich 
red-purple in late fall and throughout 
the winter. This plant was introduced 
by the late Frank N. Meyer and has 
been distributed by the Department of 
Agriculture. It is destined to be 
widely planted as it becomes properly 
known. There is also a pretty form 
( folis-variegata) with leaves marked 
by a broad marginal band of pure 
white. 


A ROCK GARDEN VARIETY 


An excellent plant for the rockery : 
the charming var. minima, or kezven- 
sis as it is variously called, which was 
raised from seeds collected in north- 
ern Japan by Professor Sargent in 
1892. This has slender stems dense'y 
clothed with tiny ovate leaves, each 
from a quarter to a half inch long, 
crenated along the margin, dull green 
with the principal veins prominent on 
account of their paler color. When 
grown against rocks, tree-trunks and 
low stone walls it will cling freely 
by roots emitted from the stems and 
soon forms a pretty drapery; whom 
support is lacking the slender stems 
cling together and form a neat dense 
hummock or irregular pyramid. 

All of these are juvenile forms or 
conditions which do not bear fruit 
but sooner or later from the typical 
creeping form strong lateral branches 
arise which have large leaves and bear 
erect axillary clusters of white flowers 
and white often flushed rose- 
color, globose fruits which display 
orange-vellow seeds, This condition 
has been propagated by cuttings and is 
known as var. Carrierei. It does not 
climb but is admirable as a bush near 
the front door and for making low 
hedges. There is a form of this (Si- 
ver Queen) with leaves each two anda 
half inches long and more than or 
inch wide and conspicuously varie- 
cated with white. More vigorous than

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fers. The pygmy spruces are especially 
picturesque and in keeping with rug- 
ged scenery. Some have the dwarfed 
and contorted aspect of trees long 
exposed to the fury of the elements 
on real alpine heights. Picea excelsa 
Gregoryana, and P, excelsa Maxwellii 
are of this type, low, broad, irregular 
in outline and giving the effect of 
great age. P. excelsa pygmaea has 
the habit of its great relative, the 
Norway Spruce, but grows only a few 
feet high. Picea glauca conica is 
slender and pointed, and while it 
grows finally to a great height, it is 
so deliberate that none need fear to use 
it where its type is needed. 

Of the Junipers, J. sabina tamaris- 
cifolia, hoary and almost prostrate, is 
one of the best. It is beautiful at all 
seasons. Small specimens of the Swed- 
ish Juniper, J. communis suecica may 
fill a situation where a spire-like tree 
is required. Its growth is exceedingly 
slow and its dense habit and gray- 
green foliage very attractive. Juni- 
perus communis depressa is also a fine 
subject where there is room for its 
generous spread, 

Retinispora obtusa nana is a delight- 
ful bushy evergreen for the rock gar- 
den and some will like its “golden” 
form. Of the Pines, Pinus montana 
Mughus is the best. Its habit is low 
and spreading, and though it finally 
covers considerable ground its develop- 
ment is deliberate. Taxus cuspidata 
brevifolia may be used in the rock 
garden, but it must be remembered 
that while this fine hardy form of the 
Japanese Yew is very low-growing it 
spreads out very widely and so requires 
plenty of space. T. canadensis, our 
native Yew, grows well in shade, how- 
ever dense, and enjoys a dampish soil. 


DWARF ARBORVITAES 


The Arborvitae tribe contributes a 
most engaging small subject in Thuja 
occidentalis Little Gem, a mound of 
soft foliage growing broader than 
tall. T.0o. pygmaea is an erect little 
bush with gray-green foliage, and 
T.o. Spaethii, with foliage dark in 
summer and bronze in winter is highly 
desirable. 

These are but a very few of the 
small conifers available. It is a good 
plan, productive of much pleasure 
and information, to visit a nursery 
where a fine collection of these minia- 
ture trees is to be seen. Choice may 
then be made of the types best suited 
to the situations where it is desired to 
use them. 

The dwarf Cotone asters are a host 
in themselves in clothing the rock 
garden with beauty. Many of them 
are evergreen and all have small at- 
tractive blossoms followed by brilliant 
fruit literally encrusting the branches. 
C. horizontalis is the most widely 
used, but the spray-like branches of 
this fine species reach out so broadly 
in a short time that it is not suited 
to small rock gardens. C. Aumifusa is 
a creeping form that roots as it goes, 
but its spread is easily kept in check. 
It is low and close-growing and makes 
a fine subject for hanging over a 
cliff or for covering rough places.

Valuable all the year are bushes o! 
dwarf Lavender. It is hardier the!

sturdy and compact. It gives a vealth 
of scented spikes in summer tht last 
for a long time. Lavender Cotton 
(Santolina) is another gray shrub that 
enjoys, as does the true Lave: ler, 
sunny position in well-drained sand 
soil.

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THE LOVELY DAPHNES 


Daphne cneorum is probably more 
often seen in rock gardens than any 
other shrub. Its low, branching 
growth and delightful, almost con- 
tinuous blossoming make it justly 
popular. Its relative, the exquisite 
D. blagayana, with clusters of creamy, 
fragrant flowers, is scarce and dith- 
cult. Peat and loam, cool and well- 
drained, and partial shade are its nec- 
essities if you are so lucky as to secure 
it. Abelia chinensis and Viburnum 
Carlesii are fine shrubs for large rock 
gardens, the latter flowering all sum- 
mer and fall, and the Viburnum early 
in the spring. Numerous Azaleas are 
suitable for our use, among them the 
splendid. A. Hinodigiri whose gar- 
ment of brilliant cerise in April is the 
most conspicuous thing in the garden. 
Two very dwarf Spiraeas, S. crispi- 
folia and S. decumbens may adorn the 
smallest rock gardens; and two little 
Ivies, Hedera conglomerata and H. 
minima, are exceedingly quaint and 
interesting. They do not climb, but 
hug a vertical cliff with interesting 
effect or may be allowed to sprawl 
over a flat stone. 

All of the foregoing are foreign 
born. America, however, is rich in 
dwarf shrubs—of just how rich we 
have as yet but a small idea. The 
Heath tribe alone offers immense vari- 
ety and beauty. These require acid soil 
and in most cases shade or partial 
shade. Vaccinium Vitis-ldaea is a most 
enchanting small Arctic Huckleberry, 
found also on the high mountains of 
New England. It grows only a few 
inches high, its tiny leaves are ever- 
green and lustrous and it bears in 
spring pink bells followed by dark 
berries. Gaylussacia brachycera (Vac- 
cineum buxifolium), the Box Huckle- 
berry, is another diminutive gem. Its 
home is in pine barrens of Pennsylva- 
nia, New Jersey and Delaware. Both 
of these may be accommodated in the 
smallest rock gardens. Leiophyllum 
buxifolium, the Sand Myrtle, grows 
also in sandy barrens. It reaches a 
height of two feet, is evergreen and in 
spring is covered with a mass of 
creamy blossoms. A prostrate form, 
Leiophyllum buxifolium prostratum, 
comes from the mountains of North 
Carolina and is very desirable. Cha-

the modern gardener; the vine arbors, 
offering their sheltering shade during 
the hot hours of the Andalusian siesta 
—all these are the main characteristics 
of the garden of Southern Spain. 


FORGOTTEN GARDENS IN THE NORTH 


To the North, in Castile, we find 
gardens that seem to have been sleep- 
ing through the centuries—forgotten 
gardens, enclosed by mud-walls, with 
tall, slender Cypresses among whose 
mystic and dark branches the sparrows 
mirthfully chirp all during the silent 
hours of the day. Roses are the favor- 
ite flowers in these Castilian gardens, 
especially the famous Rose of Castile, 
that is said to be the Biblical rose of 
Jericho. This rose has now almost be- 
come a symbol of the Spanish Rose 
that grows wildly on the mountains 
of Cordoba in the ruined gardens left 
by the Moors, and that blooms in the 
convent cloisters. 

Still farther north, we find the 
orchards of Galicia in which Apple 
trees grow beside Magnolias and Ca- 
mellias. These orchards do not reveal 
a typical regional plan. The gardener’s 
fancy and whim arrange them in the 
most diversified ways. Generally they 
are laid out in straight lanes with 
borders of Apple trees, Magnolias, 
and Camellias. 

The four pictures that illustrate this 
article are very interesting glimpses of 
Andalusian gardens. One is the gar- 
den of the Casa del Rey Moro in the 
typical and quaint town of Ronda. 
This house and garden belonged to 
one of the Moorish kings who in cen- 
turies past ruled in Andalusia. Today 
it is owned by the Duchess of Parcent 
of Madrid. The house is of typical 
Andalusian construction with white- 
washed walls, windows with rough 
iron gratings, vaulted fountain dec- 
orated with multicolored tiles, red tile 
roofs, and Rose enclosed by 
arrayan fences. Everything in this 
picture is strikingly beautiful and 
charmingly original. The house is, of 
course, a remodeling of the old Moor- 
ish structure, as is also the garden, 
both still preserving carefully the 
original lines. 

Another picture shows a corner in

Granada, not as widely known as +e 
Alhambra. This is the Mirador, ;p. 
other old Moorish palace. The bui d. 
ing as it appears in the photogra»h 
does not show any trace of Ara sic 
architecture; on the contrary, the br sts 
on the tall pillars, balconies, and 
upper gallery betray remarkable I: 1. 
ian influence. Except in the white. 
washed walls and in the cornice of the 
tiled roof, this building has und+r. 
gone the European influence that in. 
vaded in later centuries even the !ast 
refuge of Islam in the Iberian Penin- 
sula. But the garden is quite Spanish, 
which is equivalent to saying that it is 
Moorish. The arraydanes and the mud 
wall in the background are typically 
Moorish. In the left upper corner in 
the foreground is a Magnolia tree, 
one of the favorite garden trees of the 
Moors. 

A glimpse of the garden of Maria 
Luisa in Seville is given in another 
picture. This garden is very represent- 
ative of the gardens of Spain. The 
vine arbor or pergola, with its square 
pillars whitewashed, is one of the 
peculiar characteristics of Spanish gar- 
den architecture. Here the arrayane; 
also play a prominent role. Ivy and 
Roses climb up the pergola. The Palm 
trees are important in the decorative 
value of this garden. Throughout 
meridional Spain, Palm trees grow as 
exuberantly as in California, and con- 
sequently they hold a position of 
prominence among garden trees. 


A TYPICAL SPANISH GARDEN 


The Patio de Lindaraja, in Gra- 
nada, shown in another picture, may 
be considered as the most typical of 
all the gardens of Southern Spain. 
The building is purely Spanish with 
its arched gallery, red tile roof, brick 
and lime covered walls. Cypresses and 
arrayanes combine with its austere 
beauty and lend to the whole what is 
representative of the Spanish soul— 
mysticism and a longing for ever- 
lasting things, qualities that pervade 
the poetry of Santa Teresa and San 
Juan de la Cruz, who were inspired 
by true Spanish art which is austerity 
and reserve dominating the voluptu- 
ous and fascinating suggestions of the 
art left by the Moors. This Patio de 
Lindaraja was built for one of the 
favorites of a Moorish king. Now it 
has the monastic peace, repose, and 
silence of the Spanish gardens hidden 
behind their high mud walls, over 
which climbing plants peep out from 
time to time to tempt the passerby. 
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R. C. K. BOETTCHER’S residence crowns a hill 

top, and at the bottom of the spacious sloping lawn 
is this ornamental group of Glass Gardens, linked to the 
garage. 


Do not construe the word ornamental, as putting limits on 
their practical growing purposes. Each compartment or gar- 
den plot, is the very acme of plant house perfection.

except such novelties as Baths Flame, 
which has not yet been thoroughly 
tested out in this country. For general 
use, however, Conspicuus still holds 
its place, and should for many years 
to come. A less known variety, Glit- 
ter is also worthy of a place in every 
garden. Among the White Barri, my 
own favorites are the late varieties 
Masterpiece, Red Beacon and Mrs. 
C. J. Hunt, all of which are much 
alike, and all very late, lasting this 
year into the early days of May. The 
earliest flowers of this type were 
Southern Star, and Seagull followed 
this very closely. Firetail, an ex- 
pensive newcomer, is a flower of won- 
derful color and substances, and will 
undoubtedly become very popular in 
the future. 

There are many Leedsiis to choose 
from. For early use, probably nothing 
is better than Duchess of Westminster, 
while for late flowers, Queen of the 
North, one of the loveliest of all 
daffodils, and St. Olaf, are indispens- 
able. Greater favorites of mine, how- 
ever, are the Giant Leedsiis, of which 
there are many well worth growing, 
and of the new expensive ones, I think, 
Her Grace leads them all. Another 
variety, also not cheap, is Mt. Erebus. 
For general planting I would recom- 
mend Lord Kitchener and Sirdar, as 
more reasonable in price, although not 
cheap, both tall and of fine form and 
pure in color. 

We do not often see daffodils of the 
Campernel section; there seems to be 
great difference of opinion as to how 
well they stand our conditions. One 
of the new hybrids of this section, 
Golden Sceptre, has been growing in 
my garden for three years, and has 
increased very fast. It is one of my 
greatest favorites among daffodils, 
comes early, opening its first flowers 
this year on April 8th, and was still 
good on the Ist of May, and sent up 
straggling flowers as late as the 10th 
of May. It is like a miniature trumpet 
on tall stems and the purest of color. 
The old Rugulosus is of the same 
type, but very much smaller and does 
not cover such a long season. 

There is a difference of opinion 
also as to the behaviour of the Poetaz 
group, but with me most of them have 
increased well. They bloomed from 
April 16th to 27th, with the best 
bloom about the 21st. There are many 
Varieties, and no one variety seems to

‘The 
variety Recurvus is splendid for a |ate 
flower. It did not begin until May 
Ist, reached its height about May 1/ th, 
and there were still good flowers on jt 
on May 18th. 

The double varieties are most of 
them, I think, singularly unattractive, 
In fact, the only two I care for 
are Primrose Phoenix and Sulphur 
Phoenix. 

I have mentioned above what seem 
to me some of the best of the varieties 
in the various sections. Besides these, 
however, I had in bloom some very 
interesting miniature daffodils that are 
suited more for the rock garden than 
for the herbaceous border. The small- 
est of these was Bulbocodium citrinus, 
the hoop petticoat daffodil, which 
opened its first flowers on April 9th, 
continuing good for a week or so, 
Earlier than this are the larger va- 
riety Lobularis nanus, which has a 
miniature yellow trumpet was 
very attractive, and shortly after- 
wards the wild hybrid Queen of Spain, 
came into bloom and lasted a long 
time. This is a charming flower, and 
I hope it will like my garden con- 
ditions and increase instead of dwin- 
dling away, as it does in some places. 
The most charming of the small 
flowers, however, was Triandrus hy- 
brid Agnes Harvey, a lovely glisten- 
ing white flower. 

Included in the miscellaneous types 
are also the latest of all daffodils, 
Gracilis, which began to bloom on 
May Sth and was still in good condi- 
tion on May 18th. It turned out to 
be a charming flower to pick, with 
Lilacs and Scilla Campanulata. 

With the date of the daffodil em- 
bargo drawing near, we can only hope 
that growers in this country will pro- 
duce some of these fine varieties, so 
that they may be had for our gardens, 
and that they will not confine them- 
selves entirely to growing things like 
King Alfred, Sir Watkin and Barri 
Conspicuus.

year. In spite of all this, these plants 
can be forced to grow and thrive in 
the window-garden if supplied with 
plenty of fresh air at all seasons of 
the year, and if placed in a light, frost- 
free room during the winter months. 
But this must not be too warm so 
that the plant is forced to rest. 


DETAILS OF CARI 


Although all species of citrus should 
be well watered during their period 
of growth, too much is just as harm- 
ful as an insufficient supply. In the 
former case, yellow sickly leaves are 
developed. During the winter they 
require but little water, but care must 
be taken that the plants do not suffer 
from its lack. It is advisable to give 
these plants a weekly supply of liquid 
manure when they grow most actively. 

Young plants are transplanted in 
the spring. Larger species need only 
be transplanted about every fourth 
year, although they may remain longer 
if placed in a wooden container. The 
soil should drain easily, therefore it 
must be coarse, at the same time it 
must be fertile. A mixture of field 
and garden soil, together with leaf- 
mold and some cow manure, and the 
whole loosened with sand is well 
suited for the cultivation of the vari- 
ous citrus species, and if a good foun- 
dation of potsherds is provided, every- 
thing possible for the well being of 
the plant will have been done. 


Before transplanting, the plant 
should be somewhat pruned. These 


plants will withstand a cut into the 
old wood. Although pruning is pri- 
marily resorted to to keep the crown 
of the tree uniform, it must be ob- 
served that it does not become too 
dense as this only prevents light and 
air from reaching its various parts. 

It is not at all difficult to raise 
oranges or lemons from seeds, and such 
plants are much more hardy than those 
procured from green-houses, But these 
trees seldom develop proportionate 
crowns unless they are grafted on Citrus 
sinensis, Besides the advantage of hav- 
ing a uniform crown, grafted plants 
will often flower in the second year 
at which time these tiny trees will 
produce very decorative fruit. Other- 
wise many years will elapse before a 
citrus, developed from 
flower. 


seeds, will 


Propagation through seeds is accom- 
plished in the spring, at which time 
they are to be sown in flower pots 
containing a rich soil. When the 
seedlings are sufficiently advanced 
they can be transplanted to individual 
pots which must be kept in a warm 
place. It is best to graft them when 
they are two or three years old during 
the months of March or April, or they 
can be budded during July or August. 
For the best possible results in graft- 
ing the root stock is to be kept in a 
warm place, bringing it there as early 
as February so that the sap will flow 
freely when it is time to graft. 

These plants can also be propagated 
through cuttings. These should be 
cut short and placed comparatively 


deep in the soil The plants are then 
to be kept warm and the soil mois:, 

A common disease of Citrus seed- 
lings is caused by improper waterin. 
and by planting too deeply in the 
soil. This promotes rot of the stem 
just above the roots. Therefore grea 


t 
care must be taken that they are 
never set too deeply in the soil, nor 
should they be so carelessly watered 


that the stem itself becomes wet. The 
young plants should be placed where 
they receive plenty of fresh air and 
light, although they should not be 
kept too warm. 

All these factors do not only apply 
to the lemon and the orange, but also 
to Citrus decunana, our grape fruit,

This plant does well during the 
winter months, in fact, it does not 
desire too much artificial heat. It 
does not go through a period of rest, 
and therefore should be well supplied 
with moisture at all times. It is very 
sensitive to its lack during the winter 
months, the time of bud development. 
The temperature of the room where 
the tea plant is kept, should be as 
uniform as possible. Injurious effects 
will be noticed with too great a 
quantity of water as well as with a 
too dry atmosphere. When the tem- 
perature is comparatively cool, great 
care must be exercised in watering, so 
that the soil does not become acid. 
This causes the leaves to turn yellow, 
and also promotes root rot. The cul- 
tivator must always keep in mind the 
difference bet ween a moist and a wet 
soil. 

All sudden changes must be avoided 
to keep this plant healthy. This is 
just as true for a change in position 
of the plant, as for turning the pot 
itself. To supply the plants with the 
necessary atmospheric moisture they 
should be daily sprayed until the 
This helps 
them to keep their stomata open.’ 
It should not be forgotten that this 
plant requires a sunny position, other- 
wise it will not thrive nor 
luxuriantly. 

A commonly cultivated tree of the 
tropics and subtropics is Cartica pa- 
paya, the Melon Tree. Its fruit, which 
is cooling and easily digested, has a 
high pepsin content. The pepsin is 
also found in the leaves. This plant 
is very rapid in its growth, bushy in 
its appearance, and does not grow 
very high. When young, the Melon 
Tree can be successfully kept in the 
window-garden where it is very attrac- 
tive throughitslarge foliage. Itshould 
be planted in a large pot containing 
a rich, loamy, hotbed soil. During 
its period of most active growth it 
should be well and frequently wa-

\nother general rule is that plants should never be placed in 


pots that are too large. Even the tubs and jardiniéres must be 


» of such size that the root system of the plant will thoroughly fill 


the container. Placed in too large a pot, the plant will not be 
able to thrive, as the soil becomes sour due to the lack of root 
facilities to absorb the moisture and soil salts. In this case the 
roots begin to rot and the plant sickens. When this occurs the 
plant must be repotted into a smaller vessel and the rotted roots 
The smaller the plant used for cultivation 
the smaller should the pot be.

Plants producing shallow and spreading root systems, such as 
Azalea, require a pot that is wider than it is deep. Other types 
of plants producing systems that are deeper, such as flowering 
bulbs, Palms, Roses, etc. demand a pot that is deeper than its 
width. Wooden containers such as tubs should be scorched 
burned on the inner surface before they are used as plant con- 
tainers.
